BOSTON PROFITS BY HER SAD LESSON. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 2.—[Special.]— 
Seven human lives were horribiy sacrificed 
in a fire that early this morning obliterated 
the bakery of Gustave Gross, at the north- 
east corner of Second and Huntingdon 
streets. Two families were torn asunder by 
the holocaust, and nearly all the posséssions 
of both were swept away, even to the neces- 
sary clothing. Besides the persons killed 
two victims lie in the Episcopal Hospital 
seriously injured. The following is a list of 
the dead: 

MRS. MATTIE GROSS, 33 years. 

GUSTAVE GROSS, 11 years. 

BRUNO GROSS, aged 5. 

MARTHA GROSS. 2g years. 

MRS. ANNIE BITNER, 34 years, 

IDA BITNER, 6 years. 

GEORGE BITNER, 9 months, 

The injured: 

JOSEPH BITNER, 40 years old. 

JOHN EMILSCHNANN, aged 32 years. 

The story of the terrible catastrobhe is full 
of the most sickening details. Baker Gross 
had prepared his batch of dough for Monday 
morning’s bread, and, leaving Journeyman 
Gotthilt Funk to knead the dough, Mr. Gross 
went from the basement to the dining-room 
and lay down on a lounge for a nap. In an 
hour—about half. past 2 o’¢lock—Journeyman 
Funk saw flames coming from the top of the 
large heater that warmed the house, and also 
saw to his horror that the woodwork of the 
rough cellar ceiling was afire. A mighty 
draught swept in through the open doorway, 
and, catching up the flames, which by this 
time had made their way through the floor, 
the wind drove them up the stairway. 

There were heartrending scenes on the 
Second street front of the building. All 
these were before the firemen arrived upon 
the scene. Aroused by the shout of her hus- 
band calling Fire!“ and choked by the 
smoke, Mrs. Gross arose, and, clasping her 
baby, Mattie, to her bosom, made her way to 
a window. 

The flames almost framed the woman and 
her babe when she leaped to the pavement. 
She turned over in her fall, and her bade fell 
from her arms. Mrs. Gross landed upon her 
head, fatally injuring herself, while the 
child ran about the pavement in awful 
pain, dying soon after. Ine most sickening 
death was that of Mrs. Bitner. Sbe slept 
with her husband and %months-old child 
upouꝭ the right of the stairs on the third floor. 
Her husband urged her to jump with him to 
the street, but she refused. Her last words 
to her husband as he made his way to a win- 
dow on Huntingdon street were: I have to 
die whether I jump or remain here, and 1 
might as well stay where I am.” 

In a recom in the center of the building 
facing on Second street, on the third floor, 
slept Martha, Clara, Hattie, and Paul Bitner. 
They were aroused by the cries of Baker 
Gross, and Martha opened the bedroom door 
to see what was the matter. Quickly, with 
her sisters and brother, she left the room, 
and the partv groped their way through the 
almost suffocating smoke down the stairs. 

The second story landing was reached 
without any serious happening, but the sight 
that met the children’s gaze there was ap- 
palling. Below them the stairs to the first 
floor looked like a sea of fire. The children 
hesitated and became separated. Martha 
Bitner jumped from the second story to the 
pavement through the flames without being 
injured, and Clara followed, though less for- 
tunate; the flames burned one of her hands. 
Both children were almost naked and ran 
about the pavement half frozen calling for 
some one to save their mamma. The other 
two children, Hattie and Paul, escaped safely. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 2.—At Franklin to- 
dav three little children of Squire Downey, 
colored, were burned to death. They had 
been left alone in their home. 


INQUIKING FOR MISSING FRIENDS, 


Probable Additions to the Minneapolis 
Death Last- The Coroner’s Inquest. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 2.—[Special.}— 
The holocaustof Saturday night 1s still the 
chief topic of conversation. Great crowds 
have surged about the ruins all day. People 
curiously study the ragged walls and wonder 
why the death list was not longer. The hunt 
for friends is by ro means over. Men have 
visited the newspaper offices today asking 
for fmends located in the building whom 
they bave not seen since the fire. An aged 
German called at one of the main offices to* 
day with the request for information regard- 
ing an acquaintance named Sykes. The old 
mar felt so badly that he could scarcely utter 
a word. His friend, he said, was a compos- 
itor, but he did not know by whom he was 
employed. These incidents were numerous 
during the day. | 

No attempt was made to remove the débris, 
and itis an open question when the work 
will commence. Smoke and steam are still 
issuing from the rubbish. The building in- 
spector does not consider that the walls are 
safe. He says that the two upper stories, at 
least, will have to be taken down. Chief 
Stetson says that the man who works in the 
building in its present condition takes his 
life in hisown hands. 

The hour fixed for the Coroner’s inguest 
was 10 o’clock today. Long before that hour, 
however, a large number of people called to 


see the dead. This privilege was denied , 


them by Capt. Connelly, and a notice was 
posted forbidding any except the relatives 
of the deceased to enter. A pitiful occaur- 
rence was the entrance of the wife of Robert 
McCutcheon to view the body of ner hus- 
band. She wailed and cried fora few mo- 
ments and was finally led away. 

The newspapers were all issued on time to- 
day. Liberati will give a benefit concert for 
the families of four of the killed at the 
Grand Opera-House tomorrow. ‘The funeral 
of Milton Pickett will take place tomorrow 
and that of the two operators, Miles and 
Igoe, will be together Wednesday morning. 
The funeral of Dr. Olsen will take place to- 
morrow. The report that W. H. Millman 
shot himself was found to be untrue on ex- 
amination. Such a report was current, and 
in fact it was printed in one of the St. Paul

WAS EXPRESS CLERK TOOT CARRIED OFF? 


A Mysterious Affair at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
Connected with a Kobbery. 

GRAND Raprips, Mich., Dec. 2.— [Special. — 
Clarence J. Toot, clerk for the United States 
Express company, has disappeared under 
mysterious circumstances. He has been em- 
ployed by the company for some time, and 
has been im the habit of sleeping 
in the office. About 11 o’clock last 
night he visited the restaurant in the Powers 
Block, a few doors east of the express office, 
on Pearl street, and, after eating a lunch and 
chatting for a few minutes, he returned to 
the office, locked the door, and that was the 
last seen of him. 

The express messenger and three drivers 
arrived at the office about 7 o’clock this moru- 
ing. The door was locked and the messen- 
Upon entering 
nothing was seen of Toot, who usually has 
the office open before the others come. 
Upon going back to where he sleeps 
the cot was found with the bed-clothing 
in confusioa as though somebody had been 
sleeping there. Around on the chairs and 
boxes and on the floor were Toot’s clothes, 
apparently as ne had placed them the aight 
before upon disrobing and retiring, His 
shoes were on the floor near the cot, his 
socks were beside them, his trousers 
were on a chair, dis coat and vest 
were near the head of the cot, and his gold 
watch was in the vest-pocket where he kept 
it. His collar and tie were on a box and his 
shirt was thrown over another box. 
His . revolver was on the pillow of 
the cot, the gas was burning 
brightly, - and a naper-covered book, 
„Looking Backward,” was in the bed, where 
it may have dropped from the hands of tne 
reader upon falling asleep. But Toot was 
not in the office, and a search of the prem- 
ises failed to reveal any traces of him or his 
whereabouts. 

One of the safes was found open and two 
packages were missing, one containing dia- 
mouds belonging to F. A. Maynard valued at 
$200 and one containing jewelry belonging to 
Aivin Patton, a member of the firm of Fox 
Bros. & Co. of Cincinnati, valued at about 
$600. Toot's position was such that he could 
not have embezzled from the company. He 
was a young man of exemplary habits. The 
fact that the other safe to which he had the 
combination, and which was unopened, con- 
tained money belonging to the company and 
$35 belonging to Toot himself; the fact that 
his pockevbook was left behind, and that all 
the clothes he was known to possess, even to 
his socks, were also left would seem to indi- 
cate that he has not voluntarily absconded.

Toot was of an accommodating disposition, 
and it 1s possible that late at night somebody 
knocked on the door, woke him, and asked 
to have a package delivered to him at once. 
It is possibie Toot arose, opened the 
door and let the stranger in, and 
then unlocked the smaller safe to 
get the package asked for, and that then 
the midnight visitor used force upon the 
young man, either knocking him down and 
gagging him or silencing him forever, and 
then, after helping bimself to the contents 
of the safe, departed with Toot in his cus- 
tody.

No man ever entertained murder in his 
Deart who stooped to kiss a child,” pleaded 

Mr. Wing, while his client in the prisoners“ 
row biushed crimson at the suggestion of his 
child’s name being coupled thus early with 
mortal crime. 
From Niemann's testimony Mr. Wing next 
his attention to the treatment ac- 
corded to alibi witnessess by the attorneys 
for the State, and incidentaily scored Juror 

Culver soundly for daring to suspect that 
Mulcahey, O’Sullivan’s alleged bedfeliow, 
> might have been the driver of Dinan’s horse 
and buggy. All eyes were instantly turned 
to the corner chair, where Juror Culver sat, 
his head bent low during tne verbal castiga- 
tion, and not a tew smiles were visible 
among the jury at their fellow-juror’s dis- 
comifitare. Realizing bis error Mr. Wing 
_adroitly turned the point and scored one in 
his own favor by declaring that tne juror’s 
action in sending for the overcoat was the 
only natural course after the question put bv 
the State. 

But when Sampson, the man suggested by 
Coughlin asameans of attacking Cronin, 
came under the lash of the attorney then the 
Sparks began to fly and Mr. Forrest’s grin 
broadened almost beyond recovery. Astrange 
comment onthe acrobatic performances of 
the leader of the defense was furnished by 
the closing sentence of every argument 
— forward by Mr. Wing. Where Mr. 

orrest had raised objecmons, taken excep- 
tions, and moved exclusions to certam pieces 
of evidénce Mr. Wing argued that the evi- 
dence was not worth the breath spent in tell- 
fog it. Niemann’s testimony ought to be 
firopped, Sampson’s testimony ought to be 

ropped, Kettner’s testimony ought to be 
iropped, Mertés’ testimony ought to be 
dropped, Dinan’s horse ana buggy, Camp 
No. 20, Mrs. Conklin’s identification, Dan 
Coughlin’s incriminating admissions, every- 
thing ought to be dropped.

MR. WING ON CIRCUS TAN CRS. 


Dan Coughlin’s Counsel Disputes the States 
Case Step by Step. 

Mr. Wing, for the defense, then resumed. his 
address to the jury: 

May it please your Honor and gentlemen of the 
jury: In the imperfect remarks that I made to 
you Saturday afternoon I referred to the ques- 
tion that this jury was impaneled to try and 1 
will state it again. The charge against my 
client, Daniel Coughlin, is that he made an 
agreement with others, andin pursuance of that 
greement inflicted biows, and wounds, and in- 
juries upon the head of Dr. Cronin whith result- 
ed in his death. It is hardly necessary for me to 
refer to the rule which the Judge so well stated 
and so frequently during your ,impaneiment— 
that the burden of proof always rests upon the 
party making the accusation,’ That the State, 
the prosecution, makes the Charge, and upon 
them hies the onus of proving it. 

Now, there are two other rules, two other 
principles, that I wish to repeat that I stated 
to you Saturday, that govern the analysis and 
use that a jury must make of circumstances. 
One rule is that the circumstance must possess a 
direct connection with the question under inves 
tigation—with the charge mace in the case, The 
other rule is, as I stated to you the other day, 
that a criminating circumstance, that a circum- 
stunce before it can be considered inculpatory, 
before it can De considered incriminating, must 
be this kind of @ circumstance—it must be con- 
sistent with the charge of guilt and absolutely 
inconsistent with any reasonable hypothesis of 
innocence. 

One of the circumstances I wish first to speak 
of is the circtmstance testified to by the saloon- 
keeper Nieman. He says that Along about the 
hour of 10 oclock Saturday night, May 4, three 
of the men whoare before you Here came into his 
saioon—Patrick O'Saltivan, Duniel Coughlin, 
and John Kunze-a saloon suspiciously close to 
the scene that they allege is the scene of the 
homicide; a most significent ‘¢ireumstance. if 
true, they pretend. Now, how Goes the. proof 
stand upon that circumstance? Take the story 
of the saloonkeeper alone, and téli me what con 
cinsions you, as honest men, must code to. 
Does he say that these three men are the men 
who came into his saloon, and that it was Satur- 
day night? The only force that the circumstance 
presents is the presence of whe companion of 
O'Sullivan. His presence there is of noecon- 
sequence, for that is in the immediate vicimity of 
his home. and no man could draw any inference 
against O'Sullivan from the fact that he was 
there. 

But the harmful effect of the circnmstanee, if 
it possesses any, is that Daniel Coughlin and 
Kunze should be with nim at that time. with him 
at that hour. with him at that pidce. The saloon 
keeper himself, upon his oath. states io vod that 
Be is not sure that Daniel Coughlin and John 
Kunze are the men. The law has ever been that 
before you can use a circumstance against a 
prisoner you must be pretty certain that the cir 
cumstance istrue; and how cana jury reach a 
certain conclusion from the testimony of a wit-

are the men.

weakest testimony in all the world. 
not lived to the age that some of you have ar- 
rived at without learning that fact. You hare 
such familiarity with the history of trials in our 
courts of justice that vou know that testimony 
on the subject of identity is perhaps the most 
doubtful of any class of human proof. 

MUST BELIEVE O’SULLIVAN’S HOUSEHOLD. 

Now I say that you canrot for a moment be- 
jieve that circumstance testified to by the Ger- 
man saloonkeeper, Nieman, unless you dispose 
of P. O’Sullivan’s household—uniess you believe 
that that household, male and female, are a 
household of perjurers. Of course if you are dis 
posed to take that view of it, if you are disposed 
to depart from the evidence, if you are disposed 
to travel away from your duty and gratuitously 
determine that two women und three or four 
meyare perjurers. why, there is that way out of 

But (cannot see any other, and I dg not be- 

eve for one moment that lam addressing men 
that will @ that sort of thing. 

But that is not all. Before you can believe the 
circumstance brought in here by Niemad, before 
you can consider that that is established to your 
satisfaction, you must further believe that the 
officers of justice—policemen of seventeen years’ 
standing, some of the m—have come in heré and 
deliberately falsified about Daniel Coughlin on 
that night. He could*hot be in two saloons that 
evening at one and the same time. But those 
officers are treated as suspects. They are put on 
trial by the State; they are treated as badly as 
if they were in the prisoners’ box. If ine people 
who are witnesses are he people who perpe:rated 
that murder, and this prosecution is honest, why 
don't they invite and impanel a jury to try them? 
Try the men in the prisoners’ box for murder. 
insinuate and try all the Witnesses who speak 
upon their side of the case for murder. O, itis 
only one of those things that occur where the 
testimony is circumstantial. 

Stop 2 moment und see what sort of a case 
they would have against that man, that Ex- 
pressman Martinson, if he were to be sand- 
wiched in between these men. Suppose he be- 
longed to an Irish society. He drew the furni- 
ture. He was aman who belonged to Cump 20, 
and they would have as strong a case against 
that man as they have against any of the de- 
fendants here, witb one exception, and infinitely 
stronger a case against that man than they have 
against the little man there at the end of the 
row (indicating Kunze). See what suspicion 
will do. And, more than that, is itnot the most 
unreasonable thing in nature that that little Ger- 
man boy who worked until sundown that night 
away offin the southern portion of the city. 
three or four miles away, you gentlemen who 
know the city so well, six or seven miles away, 
that this üttle German boy—is it likely. I ask 
you, that this little German, who had worked 
until the Gay was closed, would then repair to 
a point five miles distant to assist in the perpe- 
tration of a murder? 

No, Dut the floor was painted, and they had to 
have a painter. They supposed that when they 
told you be Was a German. and when the Ger- 
man saloonkeeper specially told you that he 
called for beer, the German drink, that would 
settie the question beyond alt reasonable doubt. 
Gentlemen, that is one of the circumstances that 
I beg your pardon for so long discussing before 
you. It ought to be dismissed, and I have no 
doubt it is already dismissed and rejected by 
you. 


MAJ, SAMPSON EXCORIATED. 


The Jary Asked to Throw Oat Everything 
Against Coughlin. 

There is another circumstance that I wish to 
spenk of that ought to be rejected by the jury, 
and that is the circumstance testified to by 
thieves, dishonést men, that Dan Coughlin some 
two or three years ago entertained a feeling of 
hostility towards Dr. Cronin, sought his injury, 
sought to do him odily harm. and sent this man 
Sampson as his agent to inflict that barm upon 
Cronin. Why do I say that ought to be de- 
missed? I say it for this reason, that no man 
can be certain of a thing unless his information 
comes from honest sources. I say it in view of 
the law that denies a juror the right of proceed- 
ing against his fellow-man unless he proceeds 
upon certain and sure grounds. And how cana 
man be certain of a thing when the only evt 
dence of it comes from the lips of a confessed 
thief? Why, gentlemen. would you think it was 
fair and right that your life should be disposed 
of upon the word, the mere testimony, of a va- 
grant? Can you be sure about it? 

Lynn and Garrity are no better, by their own 
confession. They say Sampson is corroborated 
by these two men. I say you cannot corroborate 
one thief with a further thief, for that would 
need corroboration; so you would have to keep 
on corroborating thief after thief until the 
thieves ran out. But you would take quite a 
while to exhaust the testimony in that saloon if 
the testimony is to be believed, Are you going 
to act upon the word of a thief? Can you look 
this man’s wife in the face and say to her, “I 
send your husband to prison upon the words of 
Maj. Sampson?“ 

MILKMAN MERTES RECHIVES ATTENTION. 

The circumstance testified to by Mertes that 
be saw Dan Coughlin and Kunze on the night of 
May 4, about half.past 8, enter the cottage; now 
that circumstance I do not believe any of you 
can say is established to your satisfaction. In 
the first place be had no such opportunity to 
make the observation as would enable him to 
identify these men. No such opportunity at all. 
The night was not dark it istrue. But he was 
passing down the street and saw aman in the 
buggy, and says now itis Kunze. Do you believe 
such an observation as that is of any value? 

The story is unreasonable in every particular. 
I will ask you to say if You can put any depend- 
ence upon his story at all. If the man had any 
knowledge of the fact why should he refuse to 
communicate it to any one that has a right to 
kuow anything about it? Why didn't he tell, and 
tell truly to me, when I asked about what he had 
seen, this story that he retails here? Do you 
e of that course? Do you approve of ly- 

ig? 

THAT POOR OLD WHITE HORSE. 

Now, there is another circumstance that I wish 
to call your attention to, and I take it that it has 
not been established here to the satisfaction of 
anybody, and that is the alleged circumstance 
that Dinan’s horse was used to take Dr. Cronin 
away. Let us look at the proof upon that sub- 
ject: let us see if we ure entitled to reach a con- 
clusion—a satisfactory conclusion—that that is 
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the fact. It is true Mrs, Conklin says that is the 
horse. It is true that Scanlan says that is the 
horse: but 1 undertake to say if it was a 
civil suit, and we had the duty to establish be- 
yond a preponderance of truth that that was not 
the horse, that we would have fully made out 
that sortofacase. I would be willing to state 
toany client who might consult me upon the 
case and present the case that I could go into 
any ordinary court with any sort of a fair jury 
and Ieould win upon the proposition even if I 
had to prove upon a preponderance of truth that 
that was net the horse. Yet here is an entirely 
different case presented. 

How do they seek to establish it? Why, the 
prosecutor, in his opening statement, fairly relin- 
quished all claim to the identification of the 
horse. Gave it up. He did not try by any course 


of reasoning to establish the proposition. was. 


that particular horse, by reason of the identifica- 
tion that people made of it. But he says that the 
similarity of the descriptions given by the people 
at Dinan's stable, Dinan and his hostier, and the 
similarity of the description given wy Mrs. Conk: 
lin and the Misses McNearney, established the 
proposition. 

Now, I will tell you, gentlemen of the jury, 
that it is the most dangerous thing in the worid 
to act upon the mere description ofa man. It is 
the most fruitless thing in the world. I will tell 
you, because the descriptions are similur, it is 
not the slightest evidence that it is one and the 
same mao. Why. in your memory is the fact 
that this man Tascott, by an accurate descrip- 
tion, is still at large: and yet more than a hun- 
Gred men have been apprehended and taken for 
him. There is nothing in a similarity of a de- 
scription. You cannot identify anybody in that 
way. I grant that mne Judge’s position is cor- 
rect: If the party was here and Mr. Dinan and 
his hostier, Moreland, said, That is the man,“ 
and ifthe Woman Conklin, and the other girls that 
Saw him there, would say. That is the man.“ 
then there Would be something in the Juage*s 
proposition. But because there is a similarity 
in the descriptions, is not the slightest proof at 
all that the mao who appeared at Dinan's was 
the man who appeared half a mile up the street 
at the Conklin home.

At the opening of the afterhoon session Mr. 
Wing resumed his addkess to the jury as fol- 
lows: 

There is another circumstance, gentlemen, 
which should be borne in mind in reaching a con- 
clusion of this case, and it is a circumstance 
which has only been developed of late. That is 
the circumstance of the two knives that were in- 
troduced heré upon the claim that they were the 
knives of Dr. Cronin—knives that were found ip 
the possession of my client, Dan Coughlin, some 
eighteen or twenty days after the homicide, 
Now, th hole matter, that whole question is 
easily disposed of by the statement of two prop- 
ositions, ih which every mind on this jury will 
agree with me, I think. First, the defendant 
here, Coughlin, is either guilty or innocent. If 
innocent he could not have had those knives if 
they were Oronin’s: if guilty he would not have 
had them if * belonged to Dr. Cronin. 

Those two plain propositions, in the mind of 
any reusouing man. would be the end of that 
knife episode—the last and grand climax that 
the State guve to a case of suspicion against 
these men, That they are not Dr. Cronin’s is 
conclusively sown by those two considerftions: 
That they were found twenty days after the 
homicide in the possession of Coughlin; that if 
Coughlin was innocent he could not have had them 
if they were Cronin's; if be is guilty he would not 
have hadthem. Then the man must be either 
innocent or guilty. That is all there is upon that 
episode, and that is all that can be made of it by 
legitimate argument, 

You have been observing the course of human 
conduct for many years, some of you, and who 
ever heard, who, ever since crime was committed 
by man, has * of a guilty man keeping such 
souvenirs of his crime, preserving such evidences 
of his guilt, Did the thing ever occur? Will it 
ever ocour until men become good and do not 
commit misdeeds? Never, never in the world 
could it occur.’ Do not misunderstand me, gen- 
tlemen. A man suddenly appreherded after the 
commission of a robbery, after the perpetration 
of a crime, might huve upon his person some of 
the fruits of that crime. That is the common 
history of crime well known to us all; but did 
yon ever. in your life, hear of a man. twenty days 
after the perpetration of a murder, having in his 
possession some little trifling article of property 
belonging to the deceased that would fasten his 
guilt; fasten upon him the crime beyond all es- 
cape? 

COUGHLIN NOT 80 FOOLISH AS THAT. 

Yet they say a detective, 3 member of the po- 
lice force, a man that was interviewed a few days 
after the disappearance of Cronin. a man who 
was sent to hunt up the man that he had en- 
guged the horse for, and who tramped day after 
day hunting for him, they would have this court 
and jury believe that a man thus circumstunced 
would carry two little knives which would indi- 
cate bis guilt beyond all earthly question. carry 
them after he was arrested, carry them after he 
was suspected, I say, that if guilty he would 
not have had them, if innocent he could not 
have had them. He did have them, and, there- 
fore, they are not Crouin's knives. Without any 
Witnesses upon that subject that is the conelu- 
sion you must draw. It was an unnecessary 
thing, in my opinion, to call any witnesses upon 
that question. The man who is prepared to 
think and believe thata guilty man would re- 
tain in his possession evidences of his guilt for 
twenty days,a man who would believe that, 
would believe anything. and he would be a man 
upon Whom argument Would be iost, a man who 
is so completely lost to reason as to have lost 
his reasoning faculties and become dominated 
by prejudice and desire to convict somebody. 

Butit turns out that these knives, these two 
little knives, had been seen by others in Dan's 
possession prior to the disappearance of the 
doctor. The merchant that sold him the pants, 
the clothier, caime in and told you he saw those 
same knives when he was taking them from his 
old and putting them into his new pants: along 
with his change and keys, and whatever else he 
happened to have in his pocket. Another man, a 
former companion of Cougtilin’s, a man who had 
worked with him daily, a long period, a 
man who had tramped with him for years in 
your city, and who in the nature of things, if 
auy one on earth, would have an acquaintance 
with a knife belonging to his companion, came 
and told you thatoneof the knives was a knife 
that he knew, that he had frequentiy borrowed 
it from Coughlin, frequently retained it for an 
evening or night, and knew it was Coughlin’s 
knife. Sol think with perfect safety and with- 
out the least doubt you can dismiss that piece of 
sensational matter that wus introduced here. 
and which in any event could only exert a little 
influence on the case-—their last circumstance, 
the circumstance which they put as the crown- 
ing pinnacle and climax of their case, that cir- 
cumstance ought to be forgotten if it is truth 
that we seek in this investigation. 

THERE WAS NO CONSPIRACY IN CAMP 2. 

There is another circumstance that ought to be 
eliminated, that ought to be dropped in my judg- 
ment, and that is the circumstance of the alleged 
conspiracy in Camp No. 20. My fmend and pro- 
fessional brother, Foster, will discuss that 
branch of the case. I feel, gentlemen, that it is 
in efficient hands. Tfeel that he will treat the 
testimony on that subject with the utmost fair- 
ness. I feel that his treatment of it will receive 
your approbation because it will be an honest 
treatment. such a treatment as the law govern 
ing the case requires. And therefore I will put 
but little attention to it. Butit oceurs to me that 
it ought to be dismissed, this conspiracy theory. 

Now, there are only three ways under heaven 
of establishing a conspiracy in any particular 
casé; one is by direct proof, That can rarely be 
made unless some man becomes dissatisfied, or 
repentant, or n of that kind, and re- 
veals the conspiracy. It is true, as counsel 
stated to vou, that it rarely happens in the ad- 
ministration of justice that direct poof can be ob- 
tained of the conspiraey; yet that is one of the 
ways and the best and most efficient of ways of 
establishing it. But it is not the only Way. The 
other way of establishing tne conspiracy is by 
circumstantial proof—by incideyts, and facts, 
and surrounding occurrentes. Now, here they 
have sought to establish a conspiracy in this 
ease and they have got to make) it out. Now, 
the proof in this case must be absolute. This 
cuse cannot be maintained in any court of justice 
against these men unless the fact of conspiracy 
is established beyond all reusonable doubt. 

They do not claim that the utterances proven, 
they do not pretend that the speeches made, they 
do not insist here that the declarawons of the 
parties in the camps at the various meetings 
constitute any proofs of the cohepiracy, except 
inferentially and by process of reasoning. I wiil 
tell you that that does not constitute any proof 
at all. Exer since I have been connected with 
the trying of cases in the courts—mostly civil: 


for interring guilt against my client’ 


give it the best application you can in bebalf of 
the State. solve every doubtfut question in their 
favor, violate the rules of criminal evidence, and 
ob ly require them to make the case by a pre- 
vonderance of proof: and yet where is à sorry 
failure on their part to establish any conspiracy 
to commit murder. 
BEGGS THE MOST INNOCENT OF MEN. 

This mewber of the profession to which I am 
proud to belong (indicating Beggs) has rendered 
all the service he can to the State in disclosing 
all there was of it, and there is nothing in it be 
yond a suspicions circumstance, and not even 
that can be fairly drawn from the matter. He 
speaks of a plot to murder us if it was an ordi- 
nary occurrence in that meeting. “Think of it, a 
plot to commit murder! The prosecutor said it 
was delayed by thé election. and that they would 
have perpetrated it earlier but for the election. 


Think of Coughlin postponing a murder by tele- 


phone; just think of his telephoning to O'Sulli- 
van and saying. O'Sullivan, I can't keen. that 
engagement I made with you to kill Cronin, be- 
cause I have got to peddle tickets for the elec- 
tion of an Alderman.” ‘Then think of O Sullivan 
answering. Well, no matter: any time will do,’’ 
That is the way he treats the proposition to take 
hfe. Why, if these men bad passed all their 
lives in crime of the deepest dvé they could not 
have done the thing in the way the prosecutor 
treats it, and asks zou to believe it was done. 

Now they 2 that there are a multi- 
tude of circumstances which if considered lead 
to the conclusion ot conspiracy, independent of 
Camp No. 20. Gentlemen, that question is not 
material to this discussion, Ine material ques- 
tion is whether my client and the men on trial— 
whether the acts proven against them indicate 
that they were criminal participants in some 
conspiracy which resulted in the doctor's death, 
That is the material question. The question is 
whether the men who sit before you are prover 
to be members of that conspiracy. That is 
the question to try. What is the proof of it? O, 
they say that the renting of No. 117 Clark street 
had something to do withit. Who rented it? 
Where is he?. Is Dan Coughlin responsible for 
his acts? 

Suppose it were conceded that that was an in- 
ery step. Who took it? Who is to blame 
for it? Can you say that any of the men here 
are, upon the proofs before you! So that the 
whole is a train of circumstances, It rarely hap- 
peus that a homicide is committed without a 
number of innocent agents being employed di- 
rectly or indirectly. But it rarely happens that 
they should indict only those. Why, the, proof 
describes—as some gentleman told me conneéct- 
ed with the case—that there are twelve unknown 
men who have apveared at different periods: a 
multitude of actors! And what reason is there 
„O, but 
they say he was his enemy.“ Do men always 
murder their enemies? Who is there of us that 
have lived to middle life without any enemy? 
But if our enemy should happen to be murdered. 
Then can the mere proof of enmity send us into 
eternity? Is mere dislike a sufficient motive for 
murder? Then there is no proof that.be enter- 
tained any such hostility that would lead to mur. 
der, unless, indeed, you are to resort to the word 
of a thief for it, 


His ACTS WEKE ALL INNOCENT, 


Nothing in Coughlin’s Conduct to Show He 
Was a Guilty Man. 

There is another circumstance that they prove 
that my client, being in the northern part of the 
town during the existence of a political canvass, 
made some remarks in a saloon that a Catholic, 
or a North Side Catholic, or a prominent Catho- 
Ife, if he didn't shut up would get burt. That is 
one of the great foundation circumstances of 
their case, for which they ask you to take my 
client’s life. It was an idle remark, discon- 
nected and disjointed; it only fell upon drunken 
ears, and has only been related to you here by 
drunken lips, and yet they ask you to strangle a 
citizen upon such a thing as that. What does it 
refer to? No human being can tell. Suppose it 
referred to Cronih? Are you so constituted that 
you believe a man whois about to doa deed of 
murder would advertise it from the housetops, 
wouid circulate it in the gregshops, and circulate 
it broadcast in the city. 

Who knows whom the remark referred to? 
There were several Catholics engaged in that 
contest. plenty of them; there were plenty of 
deputies and plenty of Protestants, and I ask 
you who can say on that circumstance whom it 
referred to’ You are not to act upon mere 
rumor, but the fact that you are trying them 
upon that indictment. There is no connection 
whatever between the two circumstances. The 
fact that a man uses that circumstance against a 
fellow-being is a violation of two or three well- 
known rules of law, for the rule is that any cir- 
cumstance not inconsistent with innocence must 
be dismissed. It does not take a bright man to 
see how a man could make that remark and yet 
not be guilty. Why, the man who reported it 
and detailed it here made a remark in the nature 
of a threat against John Finerty, and another 
remark on the subject of Catholicism far more 
suspicious than any remark my client is said to 
have made on that occasion. 

Now. this man Budenbender who came from 
New Jersey, they say that he shouldn't be be- 
lieved. . I suppose the only reason they have for 
that is that the prosecution did not urge him to 
come from New Jersey—thatis the only reascn 
that I know of, You may not believe him abso- 
lutely—he may be mistaken, he may be wrong. 
put what are the chances as to who is wrong? 
He is unimpeached, uncontradicted, unshaken 
upon cross-examination; against him stands a 
Woman who denies upon her oath bere that she 
ever admitted that the horse that Schaack 
brought in no way resembled the horse that took 
the doctor away. 

AFTER THAT WHITE HORSE AGAIN. 

A reporter takes the stand: How 1s it, did Mrs. 
Conklin admit to you that this horse in no way 
resembled the horse that took the doctor? Yes, 
she did. The woman who. right before you here, 
swore that she never told Capt. Sthaack that that 
was not the borse—that is what she deposes here 
—that is what she calis Heaven to witness, rigut 
before your eyes. This woman is as successfully 
impeached as ever witness was in court; she was 
impeached by her conduct and her contrary 
statements under oath. 

Let us consider that that was the horse, and 
let us look at the case and see how that stands 
against Daniel Coughlin. Couldn't he have 
hired that horse and be guiltiess of this great 
crime? That is the legal inquiry. Think of it a 
moment. What is there suspicious about it 
when you come to analyze it? The State's own 
witness said that a stranger to the town, an un- 
Known and irresponsible man, could not go into 
a livery stable and hire a livery rig unless some 
one stooa him good for it. Wasn't that his testi- 
mony, that that was the custom of Chicago 
among liverymen?’ Now let us analyze the 
whole matter and see u there is anything strange 
in it. 

There is nothing suspicious of a thing done in 
conformity with the customs of the country. 
There is nothing suspicious in his going across 
the street and standing good for that rig. is there! 
„O,“ but they say, “his talk in the whole mat- 
ter indicates guilt—his talk after and before.” 
Let us see if it does. Let us give every man a 
fair and square trial, an honest show for his life. 
Take the talk that he had-with Dinan. Is that 
indicative of guilt? Can you see anything be- 
sides guilt in that? Let us imagine, for a mo 
ment, that ne tells the truth and that he was get- 
ting that horse as he supposed for a man from 
Michigan, a frignd ot his brother, as he had been 
led to believe. 1 

Suppose some man had dome to you, and you 
live near that station, and #é-dsks you to be re- 
sponsible for a horse, what more could you have 
done than what Dan did? You would have 
walked across the street and said that a friend 
of yours wanted a horse that evening. “ What 
sort of a horse!“ asked the liveryman. Bear in 
mind the remark, Any sort of a horse will do.“ 
„% When will he call for him? is the question of 
the liveryman. 9 O, about 7, I presume,“ is the 
response of Dan. What is there about that that 
indicates that a rig was being obtained for the 
purpose of drawing a man to his death? It is an 
occurrence that happens daily in your city of a 
million people. 

Suppose a man came from any locality in which 
you had a relative and introduced himself to you 
and asked for that favor. Why, there is nothing 
responsible about it particularly. The only 
danger you run is of his stealing the horse or 
failing to pay for it, thatis all. Almost anybody 
would stand 1 
ing from the neighborhood in which he lived“ 
or such a matter as that. But they say he acted 
strangely afterwards. It is but natural, gentle 
men, for an unknown man ora man who did not 
wish even to give bis name to take some such 
means as was taken here to conceal his identity. 
But, O,.“ they say. why don't Dan produce 
Smith?’ Why does not the State produce 
Smith? We are arguing the case now upon the 
theory that he (Smith) is the man that took the 
doctor away. Suppose he was or was not. The 
State with all its power has not yet produced 
that man, and 1 wish to Heaven they would. 
And yet they expect a helpless citizen that they 
have locked up and made this grave charge 
against to produce him. 

DAN’S MIND WAS RELIEVED. 

You must remember that Dan had received in- 
formation from Capt, Schaack that that was not 
the horse, and. of, course, that relieved bis mind. 
When he met Dinar, Dinan was satisfied, and so 
expressed himself. Why should not Coughlin 
have been satisfied? Dinaa said he was satisfied 
and Was mighty glad of it. That, of course, re- 
moved all suspicion. Nothing further toit. Was 
there any use in looking for the man any further, 
then, after that? He was put on other work. 
Later they say: Why sheuld he not have 
hrought the man in?“ I say, why should he have 
brought him in? The moment he saw the horse 
and pronounced it not the horse the matter was 
at an end, 

It appears that they took his conversation 
down in shorthand in the presence of the Chief 
of Police and some others: that they took his 
statements in that way; and that the Chief did 
not see in it anything to indicate guilt. He then 
recited that to you. and from his conversa- 
— at least there was nothing to indicate 

Mr. Forrest— The Chief recites a conversa 
tion that took place before. The last long con- 
veisation that was taken down in shorthand they 
suppressed.

INNOCENCE DEPIC!KED IN EACH ACT. 


Dan Coughlin Never Gave Any Indication 
of Guilt, 

Now, gentlemen of the jury, we must decide 
these things upon whatis in the record, not upon 
anything that is left out or upon any infer- 
ences. That is the fairway. But suppose the 
oniyswords that Dan Coughlin uttered were the 
words that fell from the lips of the Chief of 
Police when he was on the stand, I say that 
you can take those words and read them any way 
you have a mind to; read them as they ask you 
to read Beggs’ and Spelman’s correspondence— 
between the lines; read them any way you want 
to, and you can’t find in these letters any indica- 
tion of guilt. 

Take the interview next morning between my 
client and Dinan. Is there anything indicating 
guilt there? Suppuse, now, he had been guilty. 
Suppose there wus any conspiracy to kill the 
doctor, and he had got this horse, the fellow had 
gone off with it, and has taken tne doctor to his 
death. The next morning the stablekeeper 
comes around. Now, suppose he was guilty. 
Could he holdin the ndture of things that the 
livery, stable keeper would become a party to 
the matter, that he would become an accessory 
after the fact, that it would be concealed and 
hiaden, and that he would refrain from telling 1t? 

He could have no hope of concealing the mat- 
ter that way. but if he was innocent and be- 
lieved, as the majority of the 228 believed. 
that the doctor was not murdered at all but had 
gone off on some sensational lark —suppose he 
believed, as Judge Longenecker. said he believed 
when he thought that Dinan had let his friend 
take the white horse—does not his remark indi- 
cate that he did not know what horse he took or 
did not care? Yet as quick as it was suggested 
that Dr. Cronin had been murdered was it not 
a natural thing for Dan Cougulin to say: ‘*Cro- 
nin and I have not been friends. He stated it 
publicly; stated it openly: stated it frankly; 
and if he did not state it with his own lips, volun- 
tarily, on that oceasion there eould have been no 
proof here from the mouth of a thief. Is not the 
statement he made the statement which would 
be made by a mdn who was innocent of the 
crime? 

If be had possessed the consciousness of guilt, 
if he knew he was in any manner connected with 
Cronin’s taking off, he would have been prepared 
with some sort of a statement as to his where- 
abouts the moment that he had been asked by 
Chief Hubbard; but he had given no particular 
thought to the matter. Firsthe said he could 
not tell, and said he was about the station. 

Mr. Forrest—He could not tell where he was 
that day. 

Mr. Wing— Well. says the Chief in this con- 
versation, old him he ought to remember. as 
he was supposed to know the case, And you will 
notice if vod live a hundred years and tried lav 
suits all your life you would notice that when u 
witness gives the conversation the heft of his 
swearing is something that he said himself. He 
will tell you he did the biggest part of the talk- 
ing, and you will notice this peculiarity in this 
testimony about the conversation. 

SUSPICIOUS OF EVERY ANSWER, 

That is the remark the chief made against Dan 
Coughlin as he lay there under suspicion, 
charged with this terribie conspiracy. He told 
him that he ought to remember where he was, as 
he was supposed to be connected with the case 
in standing good for a rig that drove Dr. Cronin 
away. Well, he said he could not remember 
where he was; he said he was quite positive he 
wus at the station ia the evening; alter that he 
could not remember. I asked him what object 
this man that went over to Dinan’s to get the 
rig had? He could not tell that 

Supposing you have a friend to ask you to go 
over and stand for a rig, would you have the im- 

udence to ask him what he wanted it for? 

Vhére he was going, what he was going to do? 
Would you ask that? The man might volunta- 
rily state to you that he wanted a rig to go to 
Lincoln Park or somewhere, but to deliberately 
ask him because the man had asked you to stand 
tor a rig. A hundred chances to one you would 
not ask him wbere he was gomg at all. He said 
he did not know anything about it. Yet, I said, 
you were respogsibie for the rig and ought to 
know something aboutit. Well, that would be 
a nice remark to make to a man. Supposea 
friend from Aurora or Geneva came bere and 
asked you to go over to Payne’s and stand bim 
tor a rig. Do you believe you would ask that? 
You might not know but little about him. 

Well, he said, allhe knew about him was he 
came from Hancock, Mich. He suid his name 
was John Smith, and he hada brother who also 
wuünted him to call upon him, that he was on the 
police force in Chicago; Iaskead him what kind 
of a looking man he was; be suid he was a man 
about 33 years old, of medium size, had ons 
brown overcoat, and a stiff hat, a brown mus- 
tache. about a week or ten days growth of 
beard on his face, and kind of cross-eyed. I 
asked him if he had orders to bring in Smith. He 
said yes. 

THAT INNOCENT CONVERSANION, 

O, yes, he said he saw him some time last 
week, and he added he gave me $3 to pay for the 
rig. Isaid: “ Where did you see hin” Then 
he said: On the corner of Michigan ana Clark 
streets: he was going to the depot. and was go- 
ing to New Mexico.“ I Said: What depot was 
he going to?“ and he replied: To the North- 
western.” I said to him that a man mixed up in 
this case as he was, as being intimate witha 
man who was supposed to have driven the ri 
which took the doctor away, and who had ka 
orders to bring him in, but did notdo it; have 
you made any inquiries at Hancock to see if he 
was Known. there, and who be is, and to 
know if your brother knows him. Have you 
done that for your own protection?“ He said, 
No, I did not.” Isaid, Lou got the ring for 
him. You know where he was staying?’ “He 
said. He went to see an auntof his who lived 
on South Halsted street, but he did not know 
where.” I asked him if be had been to South 
Halsted to look for him, and he said no. I suid 
to him, “ Where bave you looked for him?” and 
he replied. “* That he had looked around the 
saloons for him; mostly among the Irish 
saioons.” I said. Why did you do that; 
why did you. look for bim around the 
Irish saloons when you told me he was an Amer 
ican?’ He said, He thought he would find him 
in one of these saloons.” Isnid to him. What 
saloons did you look into!“ He mentioned ove. 
He said he had searched several saloons on Blue 
Island avenue. I asked him which saloons he 
had searched, and he said it was Ford's on Blue 
Island avenue. Lasked him whereelse he went 
to look for the man, and. he said he had walked 
along Blue Island avenue as far as Twelfth 
street. I asked him why he did not look for 
Smith at his aunt’s, and he said he never thought 
of it. Lasked bim if be looked for him in any 
hotel and searched any register to see if he had 
entered his name. and he said he had not, that 
he didn’t think of it. ’ 

Now, your Honor, there isa number of odds 
and ends of things, and 1 desire to avoid talking 
for the mere purpose of talking against time, ana 
Joan collect these odds and ends in a short time 
in the morning, and finish whatI have to say 
speedily. We really save time, the jury is tired. 
so am I. and so is everybody. I have done the 
best I could, and should now like to adjourn. 

The Court—It you really think you can econo- 
mize time by postponing the matter until 10 
o’cl ock tomorrqw morning we will take a recess 
until 10 o’clock temorrow morning. 

Mr. Wing—I am sure it will save considerable 
time, and 1 shail only occupy the time of the 
jury for a short time tomorrow morning, 

The court then took a recess until 10 o’clock 
this morning. 


VEST & CO.’8 DRESSED-BEEF COMMITTEE 


Secretary Wliiliams of the Union Stock- 
Yards Imparts Some Information. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special.}—The 
dressed-beef hunt of Senator Vest and his col- 
léugues is ended for the present. The Chairman 
may call the committee together again next 
week, but will be guided by the pressure of other 
Dusiness. The summoning of Mr. Armour and 
of Secretary Williams of tne Union Stock-Yards 
to Washington does not seem to bave profited 
the committee much, but Messrs. Vest, Plumb, 
and Coke want to probe deeper. and will not rest 
till they have had the other big packers on the 
stand. Mr. Wilifams today had as counsel 
Enoch Totten of the Washington bar. Senator 
Vest did not insist on having the names of the 
stockholders in the Stock- Lards company, and

The Problem of Street-Car Heating at Last 
Solved—How it Is Done 

The problem of how to heat the street-cars has 
at length been solved, At least the managers of 
the different street-car lines say so, and a good 
many people agree with them. The South Side 
system has for the last two years furnisbed com- 
fortable cars to its patrons, but the people of the 
West and North Sides have sat and shivered 
while they muttered curses on the management. 
It is now Claimed that there is no ground for 
complaint in any part of the city on tne score of 
refrigerator ears. 

Manager Parsons of the West Side lines) said 
yesterday: 

“I told Mr. Yerkes last spring that I intended 
to heat the West Side cars this winter/ He said 
1 hope you will.’ I began experiments in May 
or June and now we have a Renta that I am 
satisfied will fill the bill, We /aimed at two 
things—to furnish a suflicient amount ot heat 
and to insure safety to the company’s property 
from tire. It is a movable iron pot placed partiy 
under the seut and burning hard coal. . We did 
not putit wholly under the seat, because it 
would not throw as much heat into the car and 
because we wanted it placed so that the men 
could lift it out at night without moving the seat. 
Where there are so many men handling these 
stoves there is alwavs danger of fire from some 
one’s Curelessness, so we have every one of 
these fire-pots removed every night and emptied 
into a receptacie prepared for the purpose. 
When the car is taken out of the barn in the 
morning the pots are put in and a fire started. 

In our experiments to obtain a necessary 
amount of heat we succeeded in raising the tem- 
perature within the car 57° above that of the at- 
mosphere outside. We were satisfied with this. 
It is not the aim to get a temperature such as is 
found around a hot stove in a room. for in cold 
weather when people enter the cars they are 
prepared in a measure to withstand the cold by 
wearing warm clothing. If they are given a car 
in which there is a difference of 15° from the air 
outside they feel it. Take zero weather and a 
car with a temperature 15° above and the people 
in their overcoats and wraps are pretty comfort- 
able. We have over 300 cars already pro- 
vided with the 12 and will have 100 more be- 
fore long, taking in all the regular cars. We run 
about 150 cars outside of this—trippers that are 
on during the rush morning and evening. These 
have no heaters, and some people who don't 
Want warm cars are suited. Sofar as I know 
the public is satisfied with the way the cars are 
heated now.“ 

A West Side conductor said the only complaint 
he had beard was from a man who persisted in 
keeping his feet on the heater. When warned 
by the conductor he replied: ‘*O, there's no dan- 
ger; this is one of Yerkes’ frauds.“ But a few 
minutes later he jumped up ana began to exe 
cute a war dance around the car. 

The North Side company has adopted the 
Steele system, which burns oline, a preparation 
of petioieum, converting it into natural gas, it is 
claimed. The fuel is stored in a two-gallon 
reservoir on the top of the car and fed through a 
small pipe to a furnace placed under a seat in 
n some of the cars an 
iron scréen is placed in front of the furnace to 
protect the clothing of passengers. The work of 
providing the other cars with screens is being 
carried on while the cars are laid up during the 
nigbt. The heat generated, Supt. Threedy says, 
is ample, and as the supply of fuel can be cut off 
when the cars are run in there is no danger of 
fire in the bara from this source.

THE “TIMES” CASE GOES OVER, 


It Will Be Heard Monday—Anuswers by 
Fairbanks and Huiskamp. 

The motion of James J. West for a receiver for 
the Chicago Times company did not come up in 
the Federal Court yesterday, all parties having 
agreed Friday to let the whole matter go over 
until next Monday, some of the counsel being 
engaged in other courts. Charles W. Fairbanks 
of Indianapolis and Henry C. Huiskamp filed 
answers to West's bill in which West seeks to 
set aside the sale of 5,001 shares of Tunes com- 
pany stock. : 

Fairbanks admits that the note for $100,000 on 
which the 5,001 shares of stock were pledged was 
made by West, but leaves West to prove his 
statement that he owned the stock. Fuirbanks 
says he bought the stock fof $97.519, and got a 
new certificate from the Secretary of the /imes 
company for the 5,001 shares. He savs he is a 
bona fide purchaser, and is not the agent of Will- 
iam Henry Smith or anybody else. He says 
$19.50 a share was an acequate price, the value 
of tne stock having greatly depreciated. 

Huiskamp says in his answer that West never 
became the legal or beneficial owner of a major- 
ity of the stock of the company. and helda ma- 
jority only as trustee for others. It is denied 
that West ever invested $240,000 or any sum in 
the Times, or that West pledged his credit for 
$100,000. He claims West was pecuniarily em- 
barrassed before the organization of the compa- 
ny and borrowed the $100,000 to pay his personal 
debts and claims that West is insolvent and ir- 
responsible. 

General demurrers were filed to the bill by the 
Tunes company, Joseph R. Dunlop, H. J. Huis- 
kamp, William Henry Smith, and Frank S. 
Weigley. 


FREIGAT-TRAINS IN CULLISION, 


Two Firemen Injured and a Number of 
1 Cattle Killed. 

While turning the curve on the Pan- Handle 
tracks just west of Ogden avenue and Thirteenth 
street about 1:30 o'clock yesterday morning two 
Uhicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul freight-trains ran 
into each other. John McWilliams, the fireman 
of one cngine, and William Duer, the fireman of 
the other, broke a leg each in leaping from their 
engines. As the trains were only running at 
the rate of eight miles an hour the other hands 
managed to reach the ground more leisurely and 
escaped injury.

THEY EXPRESS CONTEMPT FOR THE 
TURNER-HALL TICKET. 


Respectable Members of the Party Sneer 
at the Selections of the Mob— The North 
and West Sides Each Given Two Candi- 
dates—Carter H. Marrison and Judge 
Prendergast Not Nominated—Stone, 
King, Lynch, Wenter, and Gahan 
Named, 


South Side....R. B. STONE, THOMAS GAHAN 
West Side.. JOHN A. KING, FRANK WENTER 
North Side THOMAS LYNCH JR. 


Most of the respectable delegates who attend- 
ed the Democratic convention at the North Side 
Turner Hall Saturday were conspicuous by their 
absence yesterday. The alternates had a turn. 
The proxies were numerous. The City-Hail 
gang was there in full force. The groggerykeep- 
ers were on deck early. They were the chief 
men at the numerous caucuses held in the nu- 
merous saloons in the vicinity. 

The hour for the reconvening of the mob had 
been fixed at 10 o’clock. The workers for 
Lynch Jr., King, and Stone had not arranged 
matters at that hour, however, and the conven- 
tion was not ready for business until 1 o'clock. 
Corporation Counsel “Hutchinson had long 
been using the gavel to no purpose. 
Mike McDonald appeared on the platform about 
12 o'clock and announced that King had a sure 
thing of it, that Harrison and Prendergast had 
both been „ out.“ Mr. King’s partner, 
John J. McGri#fth, also appeared on the stage 
with a confident smile. Lynch's friends were 
boastful. They had slips showing that Tommy 
would be nominated on the first ballot so soon 
as the North Side was reached. Tom Gahan had 
made his peace, it was said, with ope of the 
Democratic organs and had “a dead sure 
thing.”’ * 
CHANGE OF DISTRIBUTION. 

When Chairman Greén declared the mob 
ready for business Ed Cullerton moved to recon- 
sider the apportionment which gave the West 
Side three cundidates. The motion for recon- 
sideration, ufter several dilatory motions had 
been voted down, was carnieu—384 to 110. 

Ex-Ald. Gaynor did not like the turn in affairs. 
He moved that the candidates be nominated 
without respect to their location. Several ward 
statesmen—Joe Mahoney, Morgan Murphy, Jim 
Walsh, and Mr. Bly—made speeches in support 
of the Gaynor motion. which was voted down 
289 to 103. Ald. Cullerton’s motion giving the 
West Side two, the South Side two, and the 
North Side one was then put and carried. 

Secretary Strain then read the names of the 
West Side men putin nomination Saturday and 
the balloting was about to proceed when Denny 
Considine withdrew his man, John Dowdle. Then 
the balloting proceeded. Ald. Cullertoh engin- 
eered affairs for Frank Wenter, who on the for- 
mer's suy-so Was accepted by most of the dele- 
gates as a German. 

Wenter won easily on the first ballot, re- 
ceiving 218 of the 3938 votes. Bill Ford got the 
The other candylates 
were simply nowhere. Carter Harrison got only 
a beggarly 15 votes, and Judge Prendergast, not- 
withstanding that he is the reputed author of the 
plunder platform, got only 24 votes. Wenter's 
nomination was made unanimous amid a storm 
of yells. 

KING NOMINATED. 

Utter confusion reigned for half an hour while 
the bosses were lobbying for the second candi- 
date. The Chairman kept yelling to the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms to keep the delegates in their 
seats. “Mr. Clably. make ex-Ald. Walsh sit 
down! Ald. Powers is out of his seat, make him 
take it, Mr. Clabiy! Capt. Farrell. you ought to 
know better; keep your seat, sir!” ana so the 
instructions went. 

Mr. Clably, who is a great big fellow, became 
angry. He hustled members of the Aldermanic 
combine in a lively fashion amid the profanity of 
the com biners. 

When order was restored and the balloting was 
allowed to proceed Mr. King developéd unex- 
pected strength. Carter Harrison dropped into 
the background. Judge Prendergast was out of 
the race. Bill Ford heid his own in the northwest 
wards. The North Side Clarke men went to 
Walter S. Bogie, running his number up to 9%. 
King got 177 on this ballot. McCoy dropped out 
altogether. There was no choice, and a third 
ballot was taken. This wiil settle it,” said 
Mike McDonald. 

It did. King got a large majority. Terhune 
withdrew Prendergast’s name. McCoy, Duffy. 
and the otner West Side Hibernian candidates 
were also drawn out. Ed Cullerton cast the 
vote of his entire delegation for King. Mr. Mc- 
Grath rushed after a messenger boy to tell King 
it was all right. King’s nomination was made 
unanimous. K 

Bill Fitzgerald wished to make a speech in 
nominating one of the North Side candidates. 
Ald. McGillen moved that nominating speeches 
be ruled out. The convention was tired of 
oratory. McGullen’s motion prevailed. 

TOMMY LYNCH IN FAVOR. 

Tommy Lynch Jr., Charley Clarke, John G. 
Neumeister, and James Walsh were then placed 
in nomination. As the balloting proceeded it 
became evident that Mr. Lynch's * barrel” had 
been tapped. The boodle wards all went to him. 
He was nominated on the first ballot for 
North Side candidate, Neumeister, the only 
German named during the day, got but a beggar- 
ly 483 votes. Clarke got 8 votes, Walsh a score or 
so. Tommy Lynch Jr. was declared the North 
Side nominee and the gang in the gallery yelled 
et Ki-yi!”’ 

The convention then proceeded to nominate 
South Side men. Henry Stuckart, Tom Gahan, 
R. B. Stone, Mose Wentworth, W. T. Baker, A. 
T. Ewing. and some others were named. The 
Irish wards wentto Gahan almost solidly. He 
was nominated on the tirst ballot, receiving 282 
votes, 

Ed Cullerton thereupon protested against 
Mose Wentworth. The drainage channel would 
run through his property: It would not be right 
to give him control of the special assessment for 
the same. Joe Mahoney also protested, and Bill 
Fitzgeraid, who nominated Wentworth, with- 
drew that gentleman's name. M. B. Hayes of 
the Second Ward worked hard in the meantime 
for Baker, but Stone was nominated by a re- 
spectable majority. 

DEMOCRATIC DISGUST. 

The mob, which, according to Chairman Green, 
actedin an absolutely disgraceful manner,“ 
then broke up. Part adjourned to the saloons. 
Part went to Tommy Lynch's mansion to enjoy 
his nospitality, and part went home disgusted. 
Expressions of dissatisfaction were heard on 
every side. There's not a German on the 
ticket.“ said ex-Ald. Colvin. 

** Wenter is a renegade Bohemian who claims 
to be an Austrian, and who changed his name,” 
said Ald. Haynes. 

“Stone will be beaten out of sight,” said 
John O'Brien. 

These were the comments. 

There was a general expression of disgust last 
evening among the decent element of the Demo- 
cratic party over the nominations. Adolph 
Kraus, the attorney and ex-President of tne 
Board of Education, said: The nominations 
are simply disgraceful. We ought to have @ 
Citizens ticket. Not one of the nominees un- 
derstands anything about the great work about 
to be undertaken. There is Stone, for instance. 
What does he know about anything except office- 
begging? He has been in an attitude of impe- 
cunlous petitioning for twenty years in Chicago. 
He was a Democrat under Cleveland. He ex- 
pressed his willingness to be a Republican under 
Harrison. He crawls and cringes before Far- 
well. He has no sense of political or personal 
propriety. 

“And Tommy Lynch Jr.,“ continued Mr. 
Kraus, who is he? Think of Carter Harrison 
and Judge Prendergast being set aside for such 
people as Lynchand Stone! The nominations 
are enough to make honest Democrats blush. 
The Republicans have a great opportunity to 
nominate honest men and to elect them.“ 


CRITICISING THE PLATFORM. 

The Tomahawk Club met at No. 36 La Salle 
street last night to review the work of the Dem- 
ocratic convention in the light of the joint de- 
mand made by them with the Single Tax 
Club that the candidates should be men pledged 
to vote for a drainage tax levied on the land ben- 
efited by the canal.

Rensselaer B. Stone possesses considerable 
local notoriety. He is Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue and, although. he has expressed himself 
publicly as à partisaa in favor of Flanagan's 
spoils system, he has given no intimation of hard 
feeling toward President Harrison for not re- 
moving him as an offensive Democrat. He has 
frequently served as a figurehead in the position 
of Chairman of. the Democratic Campaign and 
Executive Committees of the First Ward. 

Frank Wenter, a turniture manufacturer, 
owes his nomination to the fact that he was

The 
only clause of it that any one of them has 
read with any degree of intelligent compre- 
hension is that in reference to the salary, 
Nominated, as these men have been, on a 
platform advocating plunder, their election 
would mean the squandering of millions of 
public money to further personal, selfish. and 
venal schemes. Two of the sominees have 
been in public life in this city for a number 
of years. Their record ought not to com- 
mend them to the public. It ought to arouse 
against them the opposition of every honest 
man in the sommunity. One of the nomi- 
nees was once indicted for an infraction of 
the National law. More than one could have 
been indictea and convicted if truth and jus- 
tice should prevail. 
Let any disinterested citizen look through 
the list of the nominees and point to one 
whose record in public or iu private is a 
guarantee of faithful and intelligent service 
for the public.

It may also be added of Mr. King 
that he is the neighbor and friend of M. C. 
McDonald. | 

R. B. Stone, one of the South Side nomi- 
nees, as a Chairman of one of.the Dem- 
ocratic committees was the bosom friend 
of Joseph C. Mackin; as a Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue he has been a consistent vio- 
lator of the Civil-Service law. a spollsman, 
and the obedient servant of the gang. 

Mr. Gahan, another nominee, has been a 
conspicuous failure as an Alderman. He was 
an excellent Police Captain, brave and vigi- 
lant, a stern opponent of tradés union riot- 
ousness; but he nas not a singid qualification 
to render himself respectable or useful as a 
Drainage Trustee. 

Mr. Tom Lynch Jr., the fifth candidate, is 
@ young man well posted as to the latest fad 
in pantaloons, and fancy hats, and patent 
leather shoes, and that is about all that can 
be said of him. 

H 
any method can be devised between now and 
election day for the defeat of the whole lot it 
ought %o be adopted. 
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TARIFF REFORM V8. FREE TRADE. 

Ultra-protectionists who think the existing 
tariff sacred even in its highest duties and 
when perverted into ashelter for trustism 
and the radical free-traders who desire the 
destruction of the protective system without 
regard to the effect on labor appear about 
equally dissatisfied with the position of Tun 
Cuicaco Tripune. It is hardly necessary to 
say that this journal is gratified to have the 
opposition of the tariff cranks on both sides 
one good proof that it is on just medium 
ground—and is particularly well pleased 
when free-trade bigots accuse it of incon- 
sistency because it has advocuted specific 
reductions of duties and yet insisted on the 
maintenance of the protective principle. 
To the genuine free-trade crank it is the 
height of inconsistency to favor the reduc- 
tion of a duty or the placing of an article 
on tne free list and yet not go in for the 
destruction of the protective principle. That 
these tariff-crazy extrémists may not cease 
their clamor they are again informed that 
Tue TRIBUNE stands just where it always 
has—strongly in favor of judicious tariff re- 
form and as strongly in favor of the pres- 
ervation of the protective principle. 

THe TRIBUNE has earnestly advocated spe- 
cific reductions of the tariff where duties 
were excessive and addiuons to the free list 
where they could be made without serious 
injury to important interests. It has thought 
and still thinks that the duties on sugar are 
excessive and so far from operating to give 
just protection to home industry really foster 
and shelter the odious Havemeyer trust. It 
believes the duties on rice and salt are un- 
reasonably high and should be reduced. It 
has advocated the free-listing of lumber, 
hemp, sisal grass, and iron ores for mixing 
purposes, because it did not believe the 
duties on these articles were protective in 
the proper sense, but that the greatest good 
of the greatest number would be served by 
repealing them. For the same reason it has 
advocated the free-listing of foreign mixing 
wools, believing that the cheapening of 
woolen goods would be a great benefit to the 
whole public, and that even the average 
farmer with a small flock of sheep would 
save in the cost of woolens, carpets, etc., 
doliars where he can get dimes in the tariff- 
enhanced price of fleece. In respect to all 
these matters the opinion of Tut Tuinexx is 
unchanged. It thinks many scheilules and 
rates in tne existing tariff need reform and 
that beneticial changes can be made without 


_ disturbing the protective principle. 


When tariff bills were pending in Congress 
and amendments were in order Tur Tripune 
argued exhaustively in support of the 
changes it desired in the duties on wool and 
woolens, sugar, hemp, sisal grass, lumber, 
salt, ride, and iron and copper ores. It con- 
tended that excessive duties, which were 
proving a shelter for trust monopoly, should 
be lowered to the point of fair protection 
from undue foreign competition. It gave 
its reasons at length and in detail why it 


‘thought specific additions of crude materials 


to the free list would prove beneficial to 
American industries as well as to consumers. 
It argued these matters out, had its say; but 
owing to the conflict between the House and 
the Senate last year ali tariff legislation fell 
The opinions of Tun Triscne re- 
maip the same, and when specific proposi- 
tions for reform of the tariff are 
again in order and tnere seems to be 
any reasonable prospect of ‘success it 
will advocate tne same changes as before. 
In the meantime, however, as there are no 
specific propositions under . consideration 
and the question now discussed is the broad 
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Turnvxr will labor to have the issue proper- 


ly and fully stated. The free-traders must 
show their true colors and avow themselves 
enemies of protection in every form and de- 
gree and adyocates of foreign interests at 
the cost of any reduction of wages and 
profits necessary to secure it. With that 
Democratic doctrine Tae Trisvuxr has no 
sympathy. It believes as u always has in 
protective duties adequate in amount and 
properly adjusted to maintain fair wages, en- 
courage home industries and shelter them 
from destructive foreign competition, and it 
holds that the war tariff should be reformed 
on the line of that principle. This princi- 
ple was laid down in the Chicago Republican 


National platform of 1884 and the party was 


then and there fully committed to it. 


SECRETARY NOBLE’S REPORT ON PEN- 
SIONS. 

Secretary Nobie’s report supplies impor- 
tant imformation in regard to the peusion 
office and gives exact figures touching the 
increased demands on the Treasury concern- 
ing which there has been so much specula- 
tion ahd uncertainty gince the Tanner epi- 
sode. The Secretary says: 

The amount paid for pensions during the year 
was $85,275.113.28, an increase of 50,400, 21.36 over 
the amount paid in the previous year. The total 
amount disbursed by the agents for all purposes 
was 9. 11. 968 44. At the close ef the fiscal year 
thete was due to pensioners as first payments of 
pension on certificates which had been issued the 
sum @f $5,565,270.21. 

Thé® whole number of claims presented during 
the year was 244,240, of which 81.240 were for 
orginal pension and 163,020 for increase of pen- 
sion. The number of claims for original pension 
allowed was 61,921; the number rejected wus 
19,147. The number of claims for increase allowed 
was 123,001; the number rejected was 56.679. 

The names of 51,921 pensioners were added 
to the rolls last year. Secretary Noble es- 


timates the amount which will be required 


to pay pensions next year wut $97,210,252. | 


This will be an increase of about $15,000,000 
over the last pension appropriation, but, as 
the Secretary clearly shows, Commissioner 
Black put his estimate at $80,000,000 when he 
must have known and did «now beyond a 
doubt that $8,000,000 more would be needed. 
Black kept down the estimate, and the Dem- 
ocratic House reduced the appropriation be- 
low the amount needed im order to make a 
false showing of economy to use in the Pres- 
idential canvass, Black desired to conceal 
until after the election the amounts he was 
taking from the Treasury in allowing new 
pensions and rerating old ones. 
Harrison Administration has been compelled 
to meet the deficits handed over to it. from 
its Democratic predecessor and is made ap- 
parently responsible for an increase which 
belongs in part to the Cleveland Administra- 
tion. , 
Secretary Noble is evidently determined 
not to make estimates any lower than what he 
thinks will be the probable demand. He 
thinks $97,000,000 will meet ail demands next 
year under the law as it stands, but he also 
recommends the passage of the Depéndent 
Pension bill, but makes no estimate of the 
amount it will require. While Secretary 
Noble is willing to state the full truth and 
let the people know what are the enormous 
sums being paid out in pensions it is still 
likely that he is a few millions under the 
mark, and that Tun Tripcune’s estimate of 
$100,000,000 will prove none too high. To this 
enormous sum must be added all amounts 
called for by the Dependent Pension biil or 
other new legislauon which Congress may 
adopt. The Dependent bill is recommended 
by Secretary Noble and will be sure to pass 
tuis winter. The Secretary insists that the 
bill shall not be drawn so as to confer upon 
all who ask the money of the people,“ and 
he seems to think the amount needed to pen- 
sion dependent soldiers will not be as great 
as is generally supposed. 

After reviewing Tanner’s reratings, spe- 
Clals,“ and “forty-eight-hour cases,” the 
Secretary says it is the intention to have 
these evils corrected and 80 far as the law 
“will allow to exact a return of the money 
“which has been illegally paid.“ He adds that 
in view of the enormous sums which might 
have been exvended by Tanner, if the evil 
„nad not been corrected when it was,” the 
Government may perhaps feel satisfied even 
if unable to recover all the money paid out. 
The Secretary expresses the opinion that 
“the Pension Bureau can be administered 
upon as fixed lines of practice and as clear 
principles of law as any other branch of 
the Government. Such has not been the 
case and it is doubtful whether it can be 
when the pressure for pensions is so strong 
and taxpayers will submit to lavish appro- 
priations and reckless allowances rather 
than make any protest and run the risk of 
being accused of an unfriendly feeling to- 
ward Union soldiers. 

Secretary Noble makes a vigorous effort to 
break the force of Bussey’s ruling as to dis- 
honorably discharged soldiers being entitled 
to pensions. He insists that Bussey’s de- 
cision will not apply to deserters who, hav- 
wg no discharge, are presumed, to be still in 
the service so faras the law is concerned 
and for that reason cannot obtain a pension. 
The Secretary aamits that under the prec- 
edent established by Bussey dishonorably 
discharged men can get pensions, and he 
urges Congress to provide the contrary doc- 
trine vy statute.

THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE 
INTERIOR, 

The annual report of the Secretary of the 
Interior, in addition to its record of events 
during the administration of his predeces- 
sor, chronicles an unusual array of acts 
which have been consummated during the 
present fiseal year—viz.: The opening of 
Oklahoma; the successful negotiation of the 
treaty with the Sioux Indians of Dakota; and 
the admission into the Union of the four new 
States. The present population of Oklahoma 
is set down at 60,000, and its progress is in- 
dicated by its twenty-nine schools, thirty- 
eight churches, aud twenty-two newspapers. 
In order to secure: to its people the benefits 
of law and order, a territorial form of gov- 
ernment is recommended. The announce- 
ment is made, in adtance of the report of the 
Sioux Commission, of the complete accom- 
plishment of its purpose, and the necessity 
for an early proclamation of the ‘restora- 
mon of these lands to the public 
domain is dwelt upon. The portion 
of the report covering the admission 
of the new States contains nothing not al- 
ready known to the public. Progress is re- 
ported in the negotiations of the Cherokee 
Commission, and the Secretary aims a blow 
at the cattle syndicates by recommending 
Congress to pass more stringent legislation 
prohibiting the direct interference of citi- 
zens of the United States with the move- 
ments of the Government when attempt- 
ing to negotiate with the Indian tribes. 
The preparations for the census enumera- 
tion are well under way, and two new feat- 
ures will be included, an inquiry in rela tion 
to the recorded indebtedness of private cor 
porations and individuals, and a list of 
names, organizations, and length of service 
of surviving solders, sailors, and marines 
and their widows. The only recomme nda- 
tion made in this connection is that the census 
office, for the sake of time and economy, 
shall be made a permanent bureau. 

The report from the General Land Office 
Bureau discusses the general subject of 
irrigation at ‘some length and urges upon 
Congress the necessity of determining: at 
once whether it will establish permanently 
the reservation of ail the irrigabie arid region, 
and, if so, how the supply and use of water 
shall be regulated under Government con- 
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the Secretary urgently requests Congress to 
appointa commission to take into considera- 
tion the subject of the public timber lands 
and the preservation of our forests. 

Considerable space is devoted to the Indian 
problem and itis gratifying to note that the 
Secretary regards the expansion of the edu- 
cational system as the main element in its 
solution. On this point he says: 


It is recommended, therefore, that we advance 
with this system which has been tried ana eu- 
large the number and capacity of the schools, so 
that there will not be an Indian child of school 
age that cannot, if it desires; receive an educa- 
tion, and that those who do not willingly avail 
themselves of the privileges afforded may be 
compelled to do so by authority based upon juai- 
cious legislation. This view is taken from the 
vantage ground of the actual results already at- 
tained; and, While we should not in any degree 
retard but cordially support further amelioration 
of the Indians’ condition. by missions and all 
good means, it is believed that our Government 
has been generous and wise in its efforts to edu- 
cate them, and that the best course for it is to 
conserve what has been found to be good, and to 
apply that to increased numbers. 

With the suggestion, briefly stated above, it is 
recommended that all the schools supported by 
Government funds should be brought under the 
sume system; that the methods of teaching, the 
boc ks, and practices should b> the same through- 
out all, having, of course, if hecessary, different 
schools for different grades and transferring the 
ou pils, as they progress, from one to another.

camps for the purpose of teaching the rudiments 
to the pupils before they are sent on to the other 
schools. The whole should be.under & common 
control and regulated as one system, the head of 
which will necessarily be the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, assisted by the Superintendemt of 
Indian Schools, 


The reports from the Pension and Rail- 
road Bureaus are considered elsewhere, and 
conclude the material portions of the docu- 
ment. Itis of more than ordinary interest, 
as it incorporates much new matter outside 
of the ordinary routine of interior reports, 
and contains an unusual number of practical 
suggestion s. 

REVISING THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

The last Presbyterian General Assembly, 
not having the time or the inclination to deal 
with the burning question of the revision of 
the Confession of Faith, so that it might more 
nearly represent what the church actuaily 
believes today, decided to refer it to the pres- 
byteries and the synods and hear what they 
had to say about it when the assembly next 
met. Since then the matter has been much 
discussed in church circles, and nearly all 
who have spoken have been for revision. 
The congregations which have thus far been 
heard from, however, are city ones, with far 
more liberal views than those in the rural 
districts, It is from that quarter that the 
opponents of alteration - will come. 
country is almost always the home of oc 
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Judging from the unequivocal rerfarks of 
the Rev. Dr. Barrows of the First Church, in 
his sermon preached last Sunday, the Chi- 
cago churches will favor a broad revision. 
The **cheerful and savory doctrines” that 
from the beginning some were set apart for 
damnation and some for eterual giory, and 
that the population of the infernal regions is 
in part made upof infants, will not meet with 
support from the Chicago delegates. They 
are ready, one and all, to indorse mauy of 
the doctrines which Prof. Swing was once 
cast out of the church for preaching—the 
possibility of the salvation of Penelope in- 
cluded. Nor will it be the first time that the 
creed of the heretic of one decade bas be- 
come that of the orthodox of the next. There 
are Protestant Bruaos who are deserving of 
statues, 

Dr. Barrows spoke no more than the truth 
when he said: 


The doctrines of reprobation, foreordination to 
everlasting death, and preterition, or passing by 
the greater portion of mankind, all of which 
were taught by the Westminster divines, were no 
longer believed by many nyf were they preached 
from any pulpit. What cduld not be preached in 
the church or taught in the Sunday-school eught 
not to be put into a confession of faith and im- 
posed as a yoke on the consciences of ministers 
and elders. Plain, fair-minded men wéuid not 
believe that they ara held respousipie for Adam's 
sin, They wouldn’s believe that they were in 
Adam, a responsible part of his nature, nor that 
Adam was their representative, for whose acts 
they could be held responsibie. 

Against the first theory that they were sub- 
stantially in Adam they will enter an alibi, 
which no testimony can disprove and no theoriz- 
ing can overthrow. Against the second theory 
that Adam was their representative, and that, 
because he failed, they can Se justly punished 
with everlasting destruction from tne face of 
God, they will enter the protest that they didn’t 
vote for him, and that damnation without repre- 
sentation 1s both un-American and unjust. 


Not all the subtleties of the theologians 
can convince the men of today that— 


In Adam's fall 
We sinned all 


But in spite of these outspoken utterances 
of Dr. Barrows and others it is a long ways 
to a revision of the confession of faith and 
the short and simple creed“ for which 
some are contending. The platform con- 
structed by the divines who met at West- 
minster isan exceedingly symmetrical and 
logical structure. All the parts are closely 
woven together. It is difficult to pull out 
one plank without making it necessary to 
alter another. If the doctrine of sianing in 
Adam is eliminated other changes will be- 
come necessary ina creed of which that is 
one of the corner stones. In short, a revis- 
ion to be worth much will have to endin a 
new confession, as the revision of the Arti- 
cles of Confederation ended in the Constitu- 
tion. 

Few believe the old creed, but it will be 
hard to change it, because it will be impos- 
sible to teil where thanen will stop. It is 
usually an easy matter to get up a platform 


| for a political party, even where it is divided 


by pretty .strong differences of opinion. 
Something which each side can interpret as 
sustaining its position will generally answer 
all requirements. But in making a creed, 
which consists of eternal and unchangeable 
verities, equivocal expressions will not do. 
There must be no compromises, only truths. 
Such a document is hard to write and get ap- 
proved. Itis not likely that the next General 
Assembly will do much revising. It will 
probably discuss the matter and postpone 
the inevitable for a short time.

It is stolen from 
the rightful heir, and then recovered from tne 
thieves; it 1s used as wrapping paver and be- 
comes the plaything ofa child; wt last it is tora 
in two by a couple of inexpressibly wicked oid 
men, and it requires ali the ingenuity of the 
authors to join the two pieces and reunite at the 
same time several pairs of separated lovers,’ 
There is an exceptionally impressive dit of act- 
ingait should be said, toward the end of the play. 
It is where one of the octogenarian villains 
strangles bis purtner, and adds to the obligation 
under which he has put the spectators by im- 
mediately expiring. 

Mr. Forrest Robertson is a manly hero, and 
Mies Siby! Johnstone a sweetly suffering heroine. 
That graphic delineator of age, Mr W. H. 
Thompson, has in the character of Daniel 
Groodge a part that is in his line.

TO A BANQUET IN LONDON, 


Repentant and Unreformed Criminals Filled 
with Food at a Christian Migsion by 
West Eod Phiianthropists—Mr, Balfour 
Would Favor a Catholic College Only 
on Conditions—Mr. Gladstone Predicts 
an Early Victory for Liberals—General 
Foreign News.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—There Was an extraor- 
dinary festival off Drury lane this evening. 

Three hundred thieves Of London were 

feasted and otherwise treated fike gentle- 


men by philanthropists of the West End. It 


was a notable spectacle. Hundreds of starv- 
ing wretches filied the narrow pavements to 
see how the ex-prisoners were treated, 
Shining carriages drove to the entrance of 
St. Giles’ Christian Mission, with lines of po- 
licemen keeping the crowds back while the 
well-dressed inmates were escorted within. 
The interior of the mission building was gay 
witu flags, and mottoes in the vestibule and 
around the galleries appeared, teach- 
ing wise lessons to the thieves and visitors 
alike. Above the long banquet tables where 
the ex-criminals sat were the words, Be 
just and fear no man.” It should be ex- 
plained that the thieves are allowed by the 
police to attend diuaners, as it is considered 
beneficial to their morals, and no arrests ure 
ever made. No advantage is taken of the 
preserce of the most hardened criminal on 
these occasions. Both unreformed and re- 
pentantex-convicts assemble. But for this un- 
derstanding with the authorities the bad ones 
would miss a good meal. Thus\t was that 
the managers of St. Giles“ Christian Mission 
gave a banquet in honor of the anniversary 
meeting of the organization. So great was the 
crush of people to see them that many guests 
were unable to find standing room in the 
overcrowded hall. There were music, and 
flaming mottoes, handsome women, and men 
of higt station in life, but nothing was so in- 
tefesting as watching the ex-prisoners de- 
vour piles of rice and cake, big pies ana 
little tarts, good, old-fashioned bread and 
butter, chunks, slices, and strips of cheese of 
every color, strength, and favor. Celery and 
cheese were peppered and eaten with mus- 
tard, while others put sugar on their beef 
and stowed it away as they shovel in coais 
under tue boiler of a big steamer. The only 
qualificatiqn for an invitation to the thieves’ 
supper is the fact of having been 
convicted once or more than once for a 
felony. An ordinary offense, such as a man 
giving his wife a black eye or otherwise 
danraging her, is not considered a sufficiently 
important transgression to be called a felony, 
and these men are not admitted to dinner. 
A policeman from Bow street, Poulton, the 
usher of the London Central Criminal Court, 
and an ex-warden of Cold Bath Fields Prison 
had all they could do to kéep the offenders 
not fully qualified from getting in. These 
officials stood at the door and scrutinized the 
cards and their holders, who almost tore the 
coats off each other’s backs in their anxiety 
to got in.

The reason for an early appointment of the 
Committee on Elections is a good one. Some 
of the members, like two Democrats from 
West Virginia, hold their seats by we flim.

Mr. Balfour declared, however, that he 
would never advise his colleagues in the 
Ministry to embark upon this arduous enter- 
prise unless the followiag absolutely neces- 
sary conditions were fuifilled: 

First, that the boon should be cordially 
accepted by the intended recipients, the 
Irish people; second, that the offer shall not 
be used as a political weapon by one 
party in Parliament against its op 
ponents; third, that Englishmen, Scotch- 
men, and Irishmen shall all con- 
cur in offering this boon. He confessed he 
saw no iikelihood that it Would be accepted 
with these conditions. It was never any part 
of his intention that the Government should 
endow a Catholic theological chair. His only 
purpose had been to equip the necessary 
chairs for the study of literature, science, 
medicine, and law. He believed that found- 
ing a complete university would be fatal to 
higher education in Ireland, because it 
would remove the competition between Cath- 
olics and Protestants. 


PREDICTS A LIBEKAL VICTORY. 


Mr. Gladstone Makes an Address at Man- 
chester—Legislation for the Poor. 

Lonpon, Dee. 2.— The meetings of the 
Liberal Federation began in Manchester to- 
day. Mr. Gladstone was prasent and deliv- 
ered an address in Free-Trade Hall. In the 
course of his address he said that. the 
local Government bill did not meet 
the legitimate demands of the coun- 
try. He advocated the granting to 
County Councils powers of taxation, the con- 
trol of the police and the liquor traffic, the 
care of the poor, power to deal with the ques- 
tion of ground rents and to form district 
councils, as he possibly would go further and 
establish the parish principle of government 
and thus convey to the rural population. the 
first elements of their public education and 
create a sense of public duty which is the 
highest aim of a statesman. 

Mr. Gladstone said that since 1885 there 
had been an enormous stimulus to the public 
mind in regard to dweilings for the poor; en- 
franchisement, lteaseholds, crofter legisla- 
tion, shorter Parliaments, the disestablish- 
ment of the church iu Scotland and Wales, 
the currency, and the House of Lords. 

The provisions for direct Scottish and 
Welsh home rule, Mr. Gladstone said, must 
be dealt with by future Parliaments. He re- 
ferred to his approaching 80th birthday, and 
said it was not probable that he should have 
a direct interest in many future great re. 
forms. When the idea of devolution, espe- 
cially with reference to Irish affairs, should 
become more familiar Parliament would be 
able to address itself to the discharge of its 


duties and would be relieved of an inwoiera- 


ble burden. 

Mr..Giadstone predicted a Liberal victory at 
the next election for members of Parliament. 
He advocated an amendment to the registra- 
tion laws removing the anomaly of a plu- 
rality of votes and the establishment of a 
system of one vote for one man. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


Violent Snow-Storm in Austria—Railway 
Travel Obitructed, 

VIENNA, Dec. 2.—In Austria a great snow- 
storm has been raging for thirty-six hours, 
seriousiy impeding railway travel. Three 
thousand sweepers and twenty-four snow- 
plows have been unaDie to clear the tracks in 
the neighborhood of this city. 

The Government has warned Servia that 
there must be a suspension of friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries unless the 
shaineless attacks of the Servian press on 
Austria are stopped. 


Dauga Condemned to Death.

Paris, Dec. 2. —Dauga, who was accused of 
having perpetrated four murders at Pont A 
Mouisson, has been condemned to death. 
His execution will take place at Nancy. A 
great sensation has been created by the trial. 
The van in which Dauga was conducted to 
prison after sentence had been pronounced 
was protected by a squad of hussars and 
was followed by an excited mob. The usu- 
ally quiet town of Nancy had till late at 
night the appearance of being in a state of 
revolution. Numerous arrests were made by 
the police in their efforts to preserve order.

Peril of the Sea. | 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 2.—(Special.]—J. A. Dins 
of No. 231 Twentieth street was chief engineer of 
the ill-fated steambarge Annie Smith, which 
went ashore and to pieces near Cheboygan in the 
storm of Wednesday night last. He reached De- 
troit this afternoon. About 8 o'clock Wednesday 
night the Smith struck. The sea broke over ber 
and lifted her bodily around broadside to it and 
to the shore. The crew took refuge in the quar- 
ters forward, but during the night these were 
carried away. Then they went below and tried 
to keep from freezing, though they found it hard 
work. 

In the morning she commenced to break up, 
and the second mate, Henry oul, got on a hatch 
cover and jumped overboard on the lee side, 
where the water was comparatively smooth. 
But he had not gone more than twenty feet from 
the boat when he was washedoff. He sung out 
to throw him a line, which was done as proniptiy 
as the benumbed sailors could act. The second 
mate caught it, was pulled back to the boat, and 
hoisted half way up the side. But the cold had 
taken away his strength, and he let go his grip 
and dropped back into the icy waters, which 
closed over him and he was seen no more. 

All day Thursduy.” says Mr. Dins, “ we suf- 
fered terribly from the cold and wet and from 
the fear of her going out from underus. We 
were near the shore. but after the fatal experi- 
ence of tee second mate we did not dare try to 
reach it. Our yawl boat had been washed away 
and we could see it on the shore.

FOR CONGRESSIONAL ACTION, 


Meeting of the Chicago Delegation at 
Washington to Arrange for Legislation. 
WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.— [Special.] — 

The Chicago people took the first definite 
step towards World's Fair legislation tonight. 
A meeting was held which was attended 
by nearly all ‘the Congressmen and 
most of the committee. Senator, Farwell 
presided. A resolution was introduced 
by Representative Mason which had for its 
object prompt Congressional action. It pro- 
vided that a committee should be appointed 
to confer with the representatives of other 
cities seeking the Fuir and arrange for some 
means of taking the sentiment of Congress 
on the advisability of hoiding the Exposition 
in 1892, and the measures Which were to be 
proposed for legislation. 

As has been heretofore exploined Mr. 
Mason’s idea is a general caucus of Repre- 
sentatives’ and Seaators to settle these 
matters in accordance with the wish 
of the majority. Other cities, with 
the exception of Washington, have re- 
ceived the plan favorably, because they are 
anxious that it should be known at an early 
date whether the Fair is to have the sanc- 
tion of Congress, The resolution was passed. 
It specified Senators Farwell and Cullom, 
Representatives Adams and Springer, ana 
Edwin Walker as the committee, 

The first hint of Congressional action was 
given in the Senate today when Senator 
Aldrich introduced a resolution providing 
for the appointment of a committee of 
nine Senators to whom should be re- 
ferred all matters relating to the Co- 
lumbus Centennial of 1892. o resolution 
was laid over. Senator Aldrich had forgot- 
ten that a select committee, of which Senator 
Hiscock is Chairman, is already in existence. 
When the matter was called to his atten 
tion he conferred with Senators His- 
cock and Farwell, who thought it might 
be arranged to increase tne present com- 
mittee to nine members with a representative 
each from Illinois, Missouri, and New York, 
and the remaining members to be supposedly 
neutral. Tomorrow the resolution will be 
amended in this way so that it will be satis- 
factory to all the applicants for the Fair. A 
debate may spring up which wiil bring out 
enough expressions of opinion to show what 
the drift of sentiment 1s among the Senators. 

The Senate will be able to take the initia- 
tive in lezislation because its machinery is 
less cumbersome than that of the House. 
Some of the Chicago people have overlooked 
this contingency entirely, as their notion was 
that all the legislation would vriginate in the 
House, but if the Senate committee investi- 
gates and reports on this subject its report is 
pretty apt to be accompanied by a bill. 


KX-MAYOR ISAAC L, MILLIKEN JOINS 
THE GREAT MAJORITY. 


After a Residence of Fifty-three Years in 
Chicago He Passes Away at the Age of 
76—A Sketch of His Life—A Stirring 
Experience in 1854 as Mayor—Dr. Wett- 
son Carr, One of Chicago’s Old-Time 
Physicians, Dies at the Age of 82. 


Isaac L. Milliken, ex-Mayor of Chicago, died 
yesterday morning at No. 3410 Prairie avenue. 
The news of his death was received by Mayor 
Cregier in the afternoon, a friend of the ex 
Mayor calling to ask thatsome preparation be 
made for attending the funeral. The Mayor at 
once ordered the city’s flag floated at half-mast, 
Mr. Milliken’s death was announced in the City 
Council last night, and appropriate action was 
taken by a resolution to attend the funeral in a 
body and the appointment of Ald. Dixon, Cur 
lerton, and Campbell to prepare a memorial res- 
olution. 

Ex-Mayor Milliken visited the Mayor's office 
for the last time about a month ago. He was 
born at Biddeford, Me., Aug. 29, 1813. At the age 
of 14 years he moved to Troy. N. V., where he was 
employed by his uncle and by whom he was 
taught the trade of a blacksmith. He moved to 
Chicago in 1886, establishing himself in bust 
iness here. Being ambitious he acquired 
some knowledge of law. He also took an inter- 
est in public affairs. March 13, 1854, he was 
elected Mayor of Chicago. He served twice as 
Alderman, was amember of the Board of 
Heaith during the term he held the office of 
Mayor, and acted as Assistant County Judge 
during a part of 1853. He also held the posivon 
of Police Justice for many years. He was ap- 
pointed one of the directors of the Mechanics’ In- 
stitute in 1843 and one of the Vice-Presidents in 
1856. In politics Mr. Mi.liken was a Democrat, 
but favored the abolition of slavery; hence on 
the breaking out of the war he joined the Re- 
publican party, and was thereafter an active 
supporter of its principles. Mr. Milliken mar- 
ried Miss Almira Done of Racine, Wi, who 
died Sept. 28, 1871. They had no children. 

A STIRRING EXPERIENCE. 


Mr. Milliken did not pass fifty-three active 
years in Chicago without many experiences char- 
acteristic of earlier days. 
The most exciting epi- 
sode in his life took place 

in 1854. 

Stephen A. Douglas, 
then a United States 
Senator, came home to 
address his constituents. 
He announced that he 
would speak Sept. 1 at 
the old North Market 
Hall, where the Crimi- 
nal Court Building now 

stands. The announce- 

4 ment created a furor. 

0 Douglas had aroused 
the flercest opposition by 
a Fourth of July speech 
at Philadelphia. in which 
be “freed his mind” on 
Know -Nothingism and 

ISAAC t. MILLIKEN. the Free-Soil party. The 
two elements combined in this city and declared 
that Douglas should never make another public 
speech in Chicago. The “Little Giant's 
friends. as a counter-move, organized as a body 
to see fair play and give him muscular backing, 
if necessary. This organization only tended to 
inflame the opposition. It was said what Mr. 
Douglas had selected a body-guard of 500 Irish- 
men. who, armed, would be present at the meet- 
ing to compel the people to silence while their 
leader spoke. 

Such was the state of public excitement that 
it was thought advisabie by conservative citi- 
zens that the Mayor should preside at the meet- 
ing to preserve order. Mr. Milliken consented 
to preside. 

During the afternoon preceding the meeting 
the flags of such shipping as was owned by the 
most bitter of the opposition were hung at haif- 
mast.

The Young Insurance Man of Boston 
Evades a Financial Reckoning. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 2.— [Special. — George 
H. Binney, the young Boston insurance bro- 
ker, sailed Saturday for Europe. He has 
been in Canada. it is understand, since the 
banks here suddenly expressed a desire to 
have him settle or explain the disposition of 
certain large sums of money he had borrowed 
from them.

She has 
entered a protest against the petition which 
placed her in insolvency with her. husband. 
He gave her, it seems, some twenty blank 
notes at one time which sbe indorsed—some 
on the back and some on the face. Binney, 
as he wished money, negotiated these notes. 
Judgment in this case is expected soon, and 
some fine legal points relative to the property 
rights of married women, points on which 
decision has never been given in American 
courts, wiil be involved in it. Binney, his 
friends think, will return to Boston as soon 
as an understanding can be reached.

He began hié practice in 
Virginia, and Nov. 4, 1829, married Maria G. 
Koontz. He then moved to Morgantown, W. 
Va., and practiced in that vicinity until 1857, 
when he moved to Chigago. He located at once 
near the corner of Washington boulevard and 
Ada street, and had been in that locality ever 
since. He was one of the oldest practicing phy- 
sicians in Chicago, and was probably better 
known than any other on the West Side. He 
had a wide circie of friends who aN_mourn his 
death. It is less than a month ago that they 
were invited to ceigbrate the sixtieth anni- 
versary of his wedding. 

One of the principal things he was noted for 
was his charity. He devoted a great deal of bis 
time to it, and gave time to poor patients that 
might have been more profitably put in with pa- 
tients better able to pay. 

This trait of his aracter is aptly described 
by a friend, who says: Dr. Carr had a habit of 
carrying fruit for his patients instead of bills for 
his services.

Charies Augustus Hill of Joliet was born in 
the town of Truxton, Cortland County, N. Y., 
Aug. 23, 1833. In 1854 he located in Will Co., 
Illinois, where he taught school for sev- 
eral years; in 1856 he took a course at Bell’s 
Commercial College, Chicago; while teaching 
school he read law and in the spring of 
1857 entered the office of J. E. Streeter 
of Joliet; his funds becoming exhausted he 
returned to school teaching; in 1558 he en- 
tered the law office of his cousin, H. C. New- 
comb, at Indianapolis; was admitted to tne 
bar and returned to Will County in 1860 and 
was admitted to practice in the courts of Lili- 
nois; is married; enlisted in Company F, 
Eighth Illinois Cavalry, commanded by Col. 
Farnsworth, in August, 1862, and immediate-

Review of the Work of the Year—Some 
Criticisms Replied To. 

Wasnixorox, D. C., Dec. 3.—The report of 

the Civil Service Commission to the President 


has been made public. It ig, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


1 ** 

The classified civil service. which alone comes 
under the jurisdiction onthe Civil Service Com- 
mission, now includes about 28,000 Governmental 
employés, embraced in four divisions—viz.: tne 
parer mental Service, the Postal Service, the Cus- 
to Service, and the Railway Mail Service. It 
is estimated that the uggregate of the salaries of 
these 28,000 empigyés about equals the agyregate 
of the salaries of all the other minor employés of 
the Government. Therefore, of those in the 
service of the Government—that 1s, in the serv- 
ice of the American people—nearly a fourth in 
point of pumbers and about a half in point of 
importance, ure. now withdrawn from the in- 
fluences of the patronage system, and are up- 
pointed, not because they are adherents of this 
or that litical leader, but because they are 
deemed likely to be honest and capabie servants 
of the people at large. ; 

During the last fiscal year the number of ap- 
plicants examined was about 20,000, as against 
11,000 the preceding year, thus neatly doubling 
the work accomplished while the working force 
remained exactly the same. The commission 
now has fourteen employés,in all; it needs to do 
its present work at least eight more, their total 
salaries amounting to about $10,000; and to in- 
crease the work of the commission in any direc- 
tion, as will undoubtediy be necéssary, it will 
—.— be necessary to still further merease its 
orce, 

A most important change in che policy of the 
commission was instituted by the adoption June 
29, 1889, of the regulation requiring that the lists 
of eligibles—-that is, of those applica uccess- 
fully passing the examinations—be malt public, 
with the grade of each eligible attached. The 
adoption of this regulation has already hada 
most beneticial effect. 0 

During thé last summer a number of investiga- 
tions were conducted by the commussion into 
various local offices against which there had 
been charges of wrongdoing. Sometimes the 
charges proved baseless. Whenever it was found 
that there had been actual misconduct on the 
part of some official the dismissal of the delin- 
quent was recommended, or, if the case was of 
sufficient gravity, his prosecution by the Depart- 
ment ot Justice was advised. These investiga- 
ticns are among the most important duties of 
the commission; for. so far as possible, it is de- 
sired to ketp the most vigilant watch to prevent 
the violation or evasion of the law. This is com- 
paratively easy as far as uppointments are con- 
cerned; but it is a more difficult matter to exer- 
cise a proper check on removals. and at the same 
time not to interfere with departmental discip- 
une. But any sweeping and wholesale removals 
of large numbers of employés in the classified 
service, for causes not in each’ case fully speci- 
fied, certainly create a strong presumption that 
they are made for political, and therefore im- 
proper reasons. | 

It seems worth while to answer one or two of 
the accusations often brought against the merit 
system by its opponents. The most common ac- 
cusation is that the examinations are “ scholas- 
tic,” or of an “‘impractical’’ character. The 
commission strongly objects to irrélevant ques- 
tions, and surely there can be no questions more 
irrelevant to a man's duties as clerk or letter- 
earrier than are inquiries as to how he voted at 
the last election and how strong his political 
backing is; and these are precisely the questions 
that many of the men who thus object to the 
examinations as impractical are in reality de- 
sirous of asking. 

In the report of the commission printed last 
June a complete series of the questions asked in 
@ variety of examinations was given. These 
have now been before the public for six months, 
and yet, as faras is known to the commission, 
no one has venturned to attack them or to speci- 
fy such as are impractical or improper. Doubt- 
less out of the thousands of questions continual- 
ly prepared there occasionally occur some which 
it would be better to leave unasked: but the 
commission chalienges any one to produce a 
series of examination papers, now or recently in 
use, in which the questions are not proper and 
prac as a whole. :

not perpetrate any further fraud by disposing of 
the stock.“ With regard to the stock that Fred- 
eriksen took East with him, Mr. Comstock said 
that so far as can be learned he did not succeed 
in disposing of any of it. 

A formal call has been issued for the conven- 
tion to be held in this city Dec. 10 in behalt ot a 
civil Sunday, in accordance with the movement 
started by the Ministers’ Association. The ob 
ject of the convention. according to the call, is 
to effect a permanent State organization for the 
better observance of a rest-day for the people, 
and to awaken public sentiment on this ques- 
tion.

APPELLATE COURT CASES. 


DECISIONS RENDERED IN A NUMBER 
OF IMPORTANT SUITS. 


Loss of $25,000 to Certain Creditors of 
the Traders’ Bank—Verdict of $1,000 
Against Mr. Cudahy — Ex-Supervisor 
Landberg of Lake View Denied $584— 
Mr. Bemis to Get His Pietures—Ruling 
in Eavor of Lawyer Charies G. Beattie 
—Legal Notes. 


By a decision of Judge Garnett of the Appellate 
Court the Traders’ Bank loges $25,000. When 
the bank failed that amount/of money was heid 
to its credit by New York banks, The United 
States Express company, the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, and Charles G. Boyles 
assigned their claims to parties in New York, 
who levied on the funds to the Traders’ credit in 
the Seaboard National k, the Traders’ Na- 
tional Bank, and the Continental National Bank 
of that city. Receiver Smith secured an order 
from Judge Shepard on these attaching credit- 
ors to execute releases, so that he could get the 
money in New York torthe benefitof all the 
creditors, The express company, the Merchants’ 
Bank, and Boyles appealed from this order. 
Judge Garnett reversed Judge Shepard's ruling, 
holding thatthe attachment suits having been 
passed on in New York the contest was res adju- 
dicata, and that due faith and credit must be 
given the decision in New York. It was also 
shown that Receiver Smith entered his appear- 
ance.in the suits in New York, and, therefore, 
Judge Shepard was barred of jurisdiction. The 
K creditors get the New York funds. 

liam Kenney was fined o by Justice C. J. 


‘White for disorderly conduct. He appealed and 


the case was dismissed by Judge Horton because 
the sentence was not based upon a written com- 
plaint. Judge Moran of the Appellate Court 
holds that in such cases no complaint is neces- 
sary; that the proceedings are civil ones to re- 
cover fines or penalties for an offense committed 
‘ton view of the arresting officer. 

Charles C. Collins lost the suit of Counseiman 
& Day against him, about which a great deal has 
been said by Charles H. Kingman in the Gray, 
Kingman & Collins fight. On appeal to the Ap- 
pellate Court that tribunal has decided an favor 
of Counselman & Day. They sued for margins 
in the transactions had with them 1 Collins. 
On the trial Collins set up a receipt for $7,500, 
claiming it was a settlement in full. The court 
below instructed the jury to so regard the re- 
ceipt. The Appellate Court says this was an 
error by the court, and reverses the finding in 
Collins’ favor with direction that the suit be 
tried again. 

A verdict for $1,000 in favor of Alice Powell 
and against the wife of.Packer Cudahy was af- 
firmed by the Appellate Court. Mrs. Cudahy, 
while leaving the Exposition Building several 
years ago, missed a camel's huir shawl worth 
$3,000. She heard that Mrs. Powell was seen 
with it. The police arrested Mrs. Powell. She 
claimed she had been given the shawl by her 
husband, wito found it in the street near the Ex- 
position Building. Larceny of the valuable 
Wrap could not be proven, yet the woman was 
kept locked up in a station for two days. 

In a suit by ex-Mayor Boldenweck of Lake 
View to restrain the auditors of Lake View 
from paying A. G. Lundberg #584 for alleged 
services as Supervisor the Appellate Court de- 
cided that Lundberg was not entitled to che 
morey. Lundberg was alleged to have been en- 
titled to only $10.00, as he actually worked only 
seven days at $1.50 uday, but the auditors al- 
lowed him pay for 360 days, as he was elected in 
April, 1888, and his term e{pired in -March, 1889. 
He was allowed pay for twenty-eight more days 
than had elapsed in the @iitire period of his serv- 
ice, including Sundays. The Appellate Court 
Says that the auditors could not have failed to 
perceive that the services could not have been 
e unless they were ignorant and stupid 

yond all belief. If the bill were true there 
was a prima facie case of fraud. 

Henry V. Bemis was decided by the Appellate 
Court to be entitled to recover from Daniel J. 
Campau, ex-President of the Chicago Horse 
Show company, oil paintings of the horses St. 
Julien, Bonesetter, and Little Brown Jug. valued 
at $1,500, which are in the Horseman office. 

A ruling of the lower court refusing to permit 
Samuel Kitson, formerly a North Side dry goods 
merchant, to schedule ont under the insolvent 
debtor’s act was reversed by the Appellate 
Court. He was charged with obtaining goods 
from Farwell & Co. on false representations, 

Some time ago Lawyer Charles C. Beattie was 
sentenced to one year in jail and fined 6500 for 
contempt of court in imposing fraudulent evi- 
dence on Judge Jamieson.on which a divorce 
was granted Mrs. Ada E. Gordon from George 
B. Gordon, a Toronto lawyer. Beattie intro- 
duced the deposition of J. L. Watson and the 
verbal testimony of R. J. Coffeen, who swore 
against Gordon. Judge Jamieson granted a di- 
vorce. Two weeks before it was entered Beattie 
palmed off on the woman what he claimed to be 
a decree. On this she married Arthur Wilson, 
cashier in the Canadian Bank. Six months after 
the marriage Gordon, who was ip South Amer- 
ica, learned of the divorce and came here 
and exposed the fraud. Coffeen and Wat- 
son fied. The divorce was set aside. Judge 
Jamieson imposed tke above punishment 
on Beattie, who appealed, and his ap- 

eal has been pending nearly a ear. 

udge Garnett decides that the proceedings 
for contempt were barred by the eighteen 
months’ limitation. The effect of the decision, 
unless it is reversed by the Supreme Court, is to 
set Beattie free on tne charge of contempt, 
although Judge Garnett strongly hints that he 
ought to be proceeded against in the Criminal 
Court for subornation.

Mrs. Woodruff is legally 
championed by one of her own sex—a new fe- 
male attorney. Woodruff sued his wife for di- 
vorce a month ago. The wife says the complain 
ant married her as George W. Woodruff when 
his name was really Wallace W. Woodruff, and 
that after living with him a year she discovered 
he hadawife and daughter, the former undi- 
voreed. 

In the Carter divorce case, which is now pend- 
ing on appeal in the Appellate Court, the Judges 
of that tribunal yesterday gave an extension of 
time to Jan. 15 for filing her briefs.’ This was 
hecessitated by Mr. Hynes’ engagement in the 
Cronin case. Mr. Carter was allowed until Feb. 
20 to file reply briefs. 

Street's Western Stable Car line secured an 
injunction restraining County Clerk Wulff from 
collecting a tax of $5,000 on an assessed valua- 
tion of its capital stock of 875,000. It was 
claimed that the stock was paid up wholly with 
patents, and that the State Board ef Equaliza- 
tion admitted that the company was exempt 
from taxation. 

E. B. Shorman, who was appointed by Judge 
Shepard receiver for the Palace Hotel, filed affi- 
davits yesterday in which he says C. P. Newber- 
ry claims to have leased the premises to William 
E. Newberry for $6,000 a year, and that no one 
around the place is disposed to obey the re- 
ceiver’s orders. One of the tenants is a barber 
named Eden, who refuses to pay more than #100 
a month rent to the regeiver.

BEARS HELD FULL SWAY. 


A SEMI-PANICKY FEELING PERVADED 
THE TRADING IN WALL STREET. 


Early Declines in Nearly All the Active 
Stocks with Later Recoveries—A Far- 
tially Unsuccessfal Attack on Reading— 
The Cotton Oil Trust Reorganization— 
Wheat Movement in the Northweat—A 
New Export Route for American Cattle. 


NEw YorK, Dec. 2.—[Special.]—The bears yes" 
terday and this morning made use-of every pos- 
sible means for continuing the scare in stocks, 
Even brokers who denounced the sélling move- 
ment as senseless came down-town looking 
nervous, not knowing how far the bear combine’s 
efforts might be successful in stampeding timid 
stockholders. Prices opened way down, and the 
semi-panicky feeling of Saturday was projected 
through the earlier trade. Quotations made in 
the first hour proved to be the lowest of tne day. 

About noon it was seen that a good many 
stocks Were being bough} for the shrewd people 
who come down to Wall street on such occasions 
to buy cheap stocks and take them away. Pres- 
ently some of the smaller shorts discovered that 
the big bears were covering and that stocks were 
not plentiful in the room. The result was a 
steadily hardening market, and most of the act- 
ive stocks not only fully recovered the earlier 
decline but ended with a net advance. 
The bear combine and their Chicago 
allies continued to buy Chicago Gas against 
their short sales of {last week. It was opened 
1½ down, advanced bu from the lowest, and re- 
acted 1 per cent in the closing transactions, leav- 
ing a net advance of 2% on the day’s trading in 
$6,000 shares. The rise was held in check for a 
time by selling Sugar Trust down 4 per cent; but 
that, too, rallied, and ended within a fraction of 
Saturday's closing price. Over 58,000 shares of 
Sugar Trust were dealt in. 

The chief efforts of the bear combine today, 
however, were directed against Reading. If 
they could only smash that the market would be 
demoralized ard they could easily cover their 
short contracts in other properties. The tip that 
it was to be. hammered was circulated Saturday 
night up-town and every effort was made to 
frighten holders of the stock. Mr. Cam 
mack asserted that it must go down to 
30. Recent attacks attributed to him had 
forced the price a little lower, but on the. other 
band had increased the short interest in the 
stock. Today's attack was vigorouse and skill- 
fully conducted. Round amounts of long stock 
were accumulated and then dumped on the mar- 
ket through 4 dozen brokers, each being given 
an order to sell a small lot, so that their simul- 
taneous efforts to sell might break the price. At 
the same time the other coal stocks—Lacka- 
wanna and Jersey Central—were sold or 
washed down, respectively, 2 and 2% per cent 
for sympathetic effect. Jones, Kennett & Hop- 
kins sold 4,000 Reading, and the aggregate sales 
run upward of 87,000 shares. However, the cit- 
adel was defended with equal pluck and skill, 
and the net result is a decline of only 1 per cent. 

Cotton oil opened 2 lower and instantly yield- 
ed ½ further to 27. There were few transac- 
tions im it until the late trade, when it became 
active and closed at 304%. The period for deposit 
of certificates with the Reorgantzation Commit- 
tee expired this afternoon and the committee 
announced that 840,000,000 of tne certificates 
have been deposited for exchange into the new 
stock of the concern in its new form as u corpo- 
ration. The committee agreed to permit the re- 
maining $2.000,000 to come in on or before Dec. 10 
on payment of $50 for each 100 shares so deposit- 
ed. Another notable incident was a scoop in 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
a M to 67%. from which it advanced to 
TO%. 

A good many —1 were deceived as to the 
extent of the short interest this morning by the 
fact that there was little borrowing demand for 
stocks in the loan crowd.“ The fellows who 
have been making this campaign are old hands. 
They borrowed stocks at the opening this 
morning, hot in the “loan crowd.” but quietly 
from commission brokers, going around among 
the offices of the latter for that pur- 
pose. Lots of several thousand shares each 
were borrowed in this way and at 4 per cent, 
although money was subsequently bid up to 15 
percent. Asudden accession of buoyanty in 
Chicago Gas in tne afternoon was due probably 
to the fact that 16,000 shares were disposed of at 
private sale to a Chicago party. As the bears 
had hoped tossforce the lot on the market its 
transfer to strong hands was unfortunate for 
them. The directors of the concern are to meet 
in this city Wednesday and discuss the situation. 


WHEAT RECEIPTS AT DULUTA. 


An Exceptionally Good Showing for No- 
vember at Minneapolis. 
DULUTH, Minn., Dec. 2.—(Special.|—The foot- 


*ing up of the wheat receipts of Duluth for No- 


vember show that they amounted to 5,389,627 
bushels, the largest month's receipts in the his 
tory of the city with the exception of September, 
1886, when about 400,000 bushels more came here. 


Shipments were also large, aggregating 4,596,668 


bushels, which also beat any past record here, 
save that of June, 1887, when the elevators were 
full of wheat, while the great shipments this last 
month were made from fresh receipts. For the 
three months of the present crop year Duluth has 
received 13,117,290 bushels and shipped 10,271,557 
bushels, against receipts of 2,337,303 busbels for 
the same time last year and shipments of 2,981,646 
bushels. In no former year has Duluth received 
so much wheat, except in the crop year of 1886, 
when there was such a beavy crop in the North- 
west, and the receipts for the whole year were 
over 22,000,000 bushels. The movement for last 
week was even larger than that for the pre- 
vious week to Duluth, though there was a 
falling off in receipts at Minneapolis, mak- 
ing te total of the two places about 400,000 
bushe/s smaller. Duluth received more than for 
any week this fall. Receipts here were 1,338,871 
bushels and at Minneapolis 1,536,600 bushels, a 
total for both cities oi 2,866,471 bushels. Ship- 
ments from the two places were 1,342,347 bushels, 
of which 977,627 were from Duluth. This shows a 
falling off of a half million bushels. The total 
pumber of cars received here for the week were 
2.255, of which 780 gradec No. 1 hard and 1,242 No. 
1 Northern, the two high grades. 


NEW ROUZE FOK AMERICAN CATTLE, 


Montreal Agitating a Great Scheme to 
Profit by the Export Trade. 

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 2.—[{Special.]—Prom- 
ment cattlemen here are organizing a great live 
stock scheme, by means of which the export 
trade in American cattle and sheep will be di- 
verted from Atlantic ports to the St. Lawrence 
route. The promoters of the project will peti- 
tion the Government at an early date to allow 
United States cattle to be put on 
board vessels at this port in 
bond and shipped to Europé. It 
is proposed that the cattle be run through from 
Chicago and other Western points in patent cat- 
tle cars. Large stock-yards will be erected at 
Longue Pointe, near this city, and will be under 
the control of Prof McEachran, the Government 
inspector. It is claimed that by these means 
100,000 head of United States cattle which now 
find their way to Europe through American 
ports will be. diverted to the St. Law- 
rence route and exported from Montreal. Chicago 
cattlemen are in favor of the St. Lawrence 
route, as it saves at least 400 miles of railway 
besides assuring the arrival of the cattle in bet- 
ter condition. The Boards of Trade in Montreal 
and other Canadian cities will be requested to 
assist in the furtherance of this great scheme, 
which, if carried out, will undoubtedly increase 
the export trade of this port immensely. 


THE FLUCTUATIONS ON CHANGE. 


Wheat Is Sensitive Within a Narrow Range 
Mr. Benjamin PF. Hutchinson’s Mat. 

Yesterday was delivery day on December con- 
tracts, and the elevator proprietors, not feeling 
satisfied with what they could make at the pres- 
ent difference between tne prices of December 
and May wheat, delivéred out about 1,500,000 
bushels before the opening of the market and a 
large quantity after its close. Schwartz & Du- 
pee took in about 1.000, 000 of the first deliveries, 
and Hutchinson took the remainder. The small 
fry who had been purchasers of December 
wheat had no use for the article when it was 
presented to them and made haste to sell it out, 
which was the cause of a rapid decline from 78 
cents at the opening to 75% cents. 

Later the heavy feeling changed to one of com- 
parative buoyancy and hoisted December from 
Tage to oe and May from Waste to 8490 
Salze. There was then another reaction and De- 
cember declinea to and closed at 79%c and May 
to Ae. May wheat advanced to side on the 
curb. 

Corn speculators took a rest after their recent 
exertions and dealings in that cereal were of no 
particuiar significance. The feature was the 
whistling and singing Where Did You Get That 
Hat.“ in the corridors and in the wheat pit. The 
occasion was the appearance of Mr. Benjamin P. 
Hutchinson in an exceedingly tall silk stove- 
pipe. The old speculator improved his appear- 
ance dy the change from his accustomed Granger 
headgear. Bets were 50 tol that he did not “get 
that hat” out of the profits of November corn.

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—A bill 
was introduced in the City Council tonight pro- 
viding for the construction of the proposed rail- 
road tunnel under the bed of Howard street to 
give the Baltimore & Ohio railroad quickér 
transit across this city, and to complete its con- 
nection with the Maryland Central railro 
which, under its new reorganization scheme, wil 
be extended to a connection with the Reading at 
Harrisburg. The presentation of the bill in the 
Council confirms all the recent reports about the 
magnitude of the Belt Line railroadscheme. It 
is now learned that the company, heavily backed 
by New York and Pittsburg capital, bas alreaay 
$5,000, 000.assured for the construction of the tun- 
nel and the connecting links. The Academy of 
Music, the Baltimore City College,the Johns Hop- 
kins University, and some of the largest and 
newest stores and warehouses in the city are lo- 
cated along Howard street. The site named for 
the principal station—the intersection of Lom- 
bard and Liberty streets—is the center of the 
wholesale dry goods district and witbin three 
blocks of the Baltimore & Ohio's present Cam- 
den station. The tunnel will be over a mile long. 
The projectors contend that the tunnel can be 
constructed without the slightest damage to 
property.
